Lord Krishna, who was showing his immense kindness on his truest devotees, the Pandavas, left to his 
abode of Vaikunta after finishing his incarnation’s purpose of destroying 


all the evil powers and rescuing all the good people. On learning this, all the Pandavas realised that their 
incarnations also is coming to an end. After throning Arjuna’s grandson Parikshit as the king, Dharmaraja 
and all the Pandavas left to the Mahaprasthana. King Parikshit, who was a true devotee of supreme Lord 
Narayana himself, was ruling the kingdom gloriously. One day, he got to hear about a bad news that evil 
Kali had entered his kingdom. Immediately on hearing this, King Parikshit ascended his chariot and started 
searching for Kali. On his way, he saw a strange scene : He saw a Taurus, a cow and a Shudra. The taurus 
which had lost its three legs, was shivering and standing only on its one feet! The cow which had lost his 
calf, was crying immensely. The Shudra was holding a sword in his hand and was attacking the taurus to kill 
it! This itself is the scene of Kaliyuga. Kali is present where a cow is tortured and killed without any mercy! 
That Taurus which was seen by King Parikshit itself is the ‘Dharmadevate’! Even today, the Dharma is 
standing only on a single leg called ‘Truth’. Like how the Shudra was attacking the Taurus, this mother 
Earth is continuously being attacked by various kinds of evil persons, even today! We must always show 
our gratitude to mother Earth, who is showing immense kindness on all of us everyday. 


On seeing this terrible scene, King Parikshit astonishingly asked the Taurus, the reason for this 
sorrowness. The Taurus answered in a puzzled way - “O King, in this world, there is no single reason for my 
sorrow! Some blame God for this, some others blame luck and ignorance for this! So, you only decide the 
reason for my sorrowness.” On hearing this, King Parikshit started thinking - “For everything, supreme Lord 
Vishnu is solely responsible! There are four legs for Dharma, namely - Penance, Shoucha, kindness(Daye) 
and Truth. Doing our duties like offering prayers to God, doing his pooja, meditating on him, etc. sincerely 
itself is penance. Possessing a clean mind and body always, itself is Shoucha. Showing kindness on all the 
animals itself is Daye. Speaking honestly always itself is the truth! In contrast to this, there are four legs of 
Adharma namely Ego, Ashoucha, cruelty and lies which are always trying to destroy the legs of Dharma. 
Only truth has been left now! This is the main reason for the sorrowness of this Taurus called ‘Dharma’. “ 

Later, on seeing the Kali, when King Parikshit fiercely attacked him to suppress him, Kali surrendered at 
his feet and pleaded him not to do so and further asked him to give few places for his presence so that he 
would not enter his entire kingdom. Kind hearted king Parikshit granted him four places - “OW QE SH, Wo 


SX, 3 BE, WOa) Boodoe Wae..!! You can reside in these four places : The place various kinds of gambling 


takes place, the place where Alcohol is consumed, the place where violence occurs and the places where 
evil women resides!” When Kali was not satisfied by all these, finally King Parikshit granted him another 
place where excess Gold resides! By understanding all these places where evil Kali’s special presence is 
there, we must try to avoid them by following the path of Dharma, to make this life an effective one!

| THE INFLUENCE OF KALI ON KING PARIKSHIT ! | 


King Parikshit who continued ruling the kingdom gloriously after initially resisting the influence of the evil 
Kali, one day went to a forest with the intention of hunting. After wandering around in the forest for a very 
long time, Parikshit who got immense thirst went in search of water and found the ashrama of Shamika 
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rishi. The rishi who was deeply involved in the penance had reached the asymptotic state. King Parikshit 
because of the influence of Kali, developed ignorance and failed to realise about this state of the rishi. As a 
result, he furiously unknowingly garlanded a dead snake on the neck of the rishi and went away back to his 
palace disappointedly. 


The rishi who was unaware of all this, had continued his penance. His son named Shrungi, who was not 
there when all this happened, on returning to his ashrama saw a dead snake on his father and got very 
angered. After learning that King Parikshit himself was responsible for this, Shrungi rishi who could not 
withstand the disrespect showed to his father, furiously cursed him - “ qBvwe Ood>Saso0HF BO SB 52 


BO oeswBo..! Let King Parikshit, who has highly betrayed my father be killed by a snake named 


‘Takshaka’, on the seventh day from today!” After cursing the king, this rishi who was still a small boy, 
started crying immensely. Shamika rishi who got back to his senses after his deep meditation, removed the 
dead snake which was hanging on him and saw his son crying. After consoling him and enquiring about all 
the earlier happenings, the rishi got very depressed on learning that his son had cursed the king himself. 


Like everyone else who would have praised their children for giving such punishment, the kind hearted 
rishi instead scolded his son - “My son, just for a small mistake done by the king, why did you curse him so 
terribly? He is the King who always wishes for the welfare of his citizens, but you have done a huge mistake 
by cursing him to get his death!” Immediately, the rishi sent a word to the king stating that he would die 
the seventh day from this day. Meanwhile, King Parikshit who realised his mistake after reaching his 
palace, immensely repented for the same and started cursing himself - “Because of the ego of being a king, 
all these bad incidents happened! So, to get rid off this attachment, i’ll be sacrificing everything! Let all my 
kingdom, army and all the wealth get destroyed by the cursing of the rishi! Let this kind of bad thought 
never come to me in the future!” At the same time, he got the message of his death sent by Shamika rishi. 
On hearing this, the king instead of getting tensed, remained calm and thought that this was the right 
punishment for his mistake. Such was the greatness of King Parikshita! 


From these incidents, we can get the following message - One must never disobey a wise person. Even if 
that person neglects it, Kind hearted supreme God Narayana never withstands such ignorance when it is 
happened to his true devotees. By understanding this immense kindness of God on his devotees, we must 
surrender to him to obtain his blessings!

all to sing the prayers praising the greatness of supreme Lord Narayana!” On seeing this greatness of the 
king, all the devatas in the heaven, showered flowers on him and blessed him. 

Later when Parikshita asked all the wise men to tell him what should be compulsorily done by a person 
when he reaches the time of death, Sri Shukamuni who was the incarnation of Lord Shiva himself and also 
the son of Lord Vedavyasa, arrived there unexpectedly! On seeing this, all the wise men got delighted and 
offered their pranams to him. After receiving the hospitality of King Parikshit, Sri Stukamuni who had got 
special presence of Lord Vayu in him, sat in an upper position. The King who had become much more 
happier on seeing the Shukamuni, questioned him - “Oda, CBHI, SOGOE WOD,0 ONGSTH,O Tyep3 


@ooe..!! O muni, please tell me what should be done by a person who is reaching his death? About what 


should he hear, think, pray? What should be sacrificed by him? Please explain to me in detail!” Kind 
hearted Sri Shumkamuni who generally never stays in one place, with the intention of blessing King 
Parikshit, stayed there for seven days and gave him the amazing unparallel preachings of supreme Lord 
Vishnu, which he had received from his father Lord Vedavyasa himself! These preachings itself is the 
purana of ‘Srimad Bhagavata’! 

Lord Vedavyasa tells the reason for the arrival of Sri Stukamuni : When Parikshit was in the womb of his 
mother Uttaradevi, Lord Shiva who had incarnated as Ashwathama, had tried to kill him by using the 
powerful Brahmastra! He had got such an evil mind that time, because of drinking the milk which was 
given by the incarnation of Kali himself, Duryodhana. Later after realising his mistake, Ashwathama with 
the intention of overcoming the same again incarnated as the son of Lord Vedavyasa and drank the Amrita 
of Bhagavata itself from him! As a result, now he had got a very good mind of transferring his knowledge 
to the king Parikshit. Because of this, even though he had got no invitation from the king, Shukamuni came 
to the place of Parikshit and gave his preachings to him about the beautiful scripture of Srimad Bhagavata 
written by Lord Vedavyasa himself! 

From all these incidents, we can get some wonderful messages - By understanding the sacrificing and 
mistake overcoming nature of King Parikshit, we must learn to overcome our mistakes when they are done 
either knowingly or unknowingly and try to be more cautious in the future. Also by describing the reason 
for arrival of Sri Shukamuni, Lord Vedavyasa has indicated the importance of kind of food we take and also 
the person from whom we get the same. By understanding all this, we must try to implement these moral 
values in our life to get the blessings of God!

With the sole purpose of highlighting the kindness and other 
amazing unparallel qualities of the god, the infinite Vedas, Puranas, various ancient scriptures and other 
works have beautifully explained the creation of this universe, human body etc. from the panchabhootas 
namely fire, water, earth, space and air. On clearly learning about this creation and other related activities 
being performed independently by the lord, who does all these without any expectations from our side but 
with the sole purpose of blessing us, it will be possible for us to develop more devotion towards him ! 


Through various organs of the lord, the devatas were born. From this sluggish nature, the Mahat-tatva, 
from this the Ahankara-tatva, from this the Panchabhootas, sensory organs etc. were created. In this 
manner, the infinite process of creation continues. Only with the will power of the lord, all these activities 
can take place. Without the presence of the soul, the body is dead. Similarly, without the presence of god, 
the existence of universe is impossible. Eeshavasyopanishith clearly describes this -BDVTWR, CBO 


DOO 0008, 023 37S0,0 BOSe...1! Even though it appears that all the worldly activities are 


happening on its own, as a result of various actions of the infinite living and non living beings, without the 
presence of god in each and every atom of this universe, it is not at all possible for all these activities to 
take place! In the absence of Electricity, even huge machinaries having the capacity to do amazing tasks 
stand still. Similarly, without the influence of god, not even a grass stick can move, even in the presence of 
wind blow. Without the omnipresence of the lord, it is next to impossible for any activity to take place in 
this universe. So one must understand this universal truth and surrender at the lotus feet of the god to 
obtain his blessings.

e With the sole purpose of blessing his closest devotees, the Devatas :

| SALVATION - THE MOST DESIRED STATE ?! | 


Moksha(Salvation) is nothing but the ability of expressing the real nature. The concept of Moksha has 
been beautifully described by Lord Vedavyasa, in this Bhagavata. It can be understood clearly by looking at 
this example : Assume that we have a very clean, bright white cloth. When mud or some other dirt falls on 
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it, the cloth temporarily loses its cleanliness and becomes dirty. In generally we say that the cloth has 
become dirty, but in reality the cloth is basically a cleaned one, but the dust attached to it has made it 
appear as a dirty one. If this cloth is left in the same dirty position, more and more dust accumulates from 
time to time and makes it look even more worser. But if the cloth is washed at the early stage of its 
dirtiness itself, it again regains its original form. 


The situation of the jeeva is similar to that of a clean, bright white cloth. Being a reflection of 
Sarvottama, Swaramana Lord Paramatma, jeevaatma also possesess all the infinite qualities of the lord, 
depending on its aptitude. However, being completely bound by the influence of the five basic elements of 
this universe, the panchabhootas, an illusion has been created to such an extent that it has made us to 
blindly believe that our various expressions like love, hate, happiness, grieveness etc. itself as a part and 
parcel of our swaroopa(real nature). Hence, unnecessarily everyday we are falling deeper and deeper in 
this jail of ocean of samsara by developing attachment towards this materialistic world! As a result, we are 
unable to experience our true nature. 


Hence, by properly understanding this concept of Moksha, which is residing inside ourselves itself and 
not anywhere else, one can obtain the proper knowledge of the god. To get rid off our unrealistic nature 
and obtain the realistic nature, we must dive and swim in the ocean of knowledge of the God, who is the 
only one who has the ultimate capacity of jailing or reliving us, from this ocean of samsara. As Sri Krishna 
has explained in Gita, hundreds and thousands of births are required for a sadhaka, to obtain the complete 
knowledge of god, according to his aptitude. Therefore, a sadhaka, who wants to get rid off this samsara, 
without wasting much time should start to follow the path shown by our gurus and move forward in that 
direction to obtain the complete blessings of the Lord.

| LORD KAMALANABHA - THE FLAWLESS ONE ! | 


We have learnt in our previous sandeshas' that God himself is solely, independently responsible for 
creating this universe. Now, a question may arise - "If God has created this universe using the 
panchabhootas, then he also should be having various naturistic qualities, like birth, death etc. If so, then 
he too will be experiencing all the feelings like anger, love, hate, deficiency etc. If he is also possessing all 
these naturistic qualities like us, then what is the difference between us and him? how can he be capable 
of helping us to get rid off this samsara ?" 


Srimad Bhagavata has answered to this question, in a beautiful manner - The main difference between 
us and the God is that he is completely independent, but we are completely dependent. For our each and 
every action, in one or the other way, we are always dependent on not only god, but also on others. But 
Lord Kamalanabha (Narayana) who is omnipresent, has the capacity to do anything and everything, 
independently as per his wish! Even though he does all the actions by residing in each and every atom of 
this universe, he remains unattached to any of the naturistic qualities, unlike us who get attached to those 
qualities, in our every actions. 


Much clarity can be obtained by looking at this example - In a jail, not only the culprits but also the 
officers will be there. However, the culprits would be experiencing the sadness, while the officers doing 
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their duty of looking after them, would remain happy, independent of the situation of the culprits. 
Similarly,in our daily lives, we would be experiencing this situation. Like a culprit who is experiencing 
sadness as a result of his bad action, we jeevas experience various feelings according to their actions. Like 
an officer, our Supreme officer god will always be independent of any actions or feelings of the infinite 
souls. 


We can clearly differentiate between the qualities which we possess and which we do not. Depending on 
this, our every action is carried out. Ultimately, we jeevas, who are entirely dependent on God, experience 
the results of our actions, as per our efforts, aptitude and God's blessings. The Supreme God, who possess 
all the amazing, unparallel qualities like supremacy, independence, omnipresence etc., himself being the 
charioteer of this universe, independent of results of any actions of any creatures, remains flawless 
always! Thus, by understanding our inferiority in front of the greatness of the God, we must completely 
surrender at his lotus feet to obtain his blessings, and thereby obtain the capacity to become independent 
from our unrealistic nature.

After describing the flawness and other amazing qualities of the Lord Narayana, Srimad Bhagavata has 
described how lord Vishnu started his creation, from scratch. During the ultimate flood period (Pralaya 
kaala), Lord Narayana swallowed this huge universe itself! As a result, this universe took a subtle form and 
then came out of the navel of the lord Vishnu, in the form of blooming lotus flower. Lord Brahma erected 
from this lotus and through his four faces, he started searching for his creator, everywhere. He even 
searched for his father, deep inside the duct of the flower. But unfortunately, he couldn't find his creator 
anywhere. Then he heard two words "Meditate, meditate!" from a bodiless voice. Then lord Brahmadeva 
started to meditate and finally he succeeded to see his creator, Lord Srihari, inside himself! He rejoiced in 
joy and gave his ultimate conclusion - "The belief of people that God cannot be seen, is completely false!" 


This statement of lord Brahma, was not given instantly, but was given after reviewing it. He started 
questioning - "From where did Lotus arise? From where did water flow? How did | came out of this lotus? 
Who is my father?" By continuous intriguation about the lotus , he could find Lord Vishnu in his heart 
lotus itself! While Lord Narayana has been carrying lord Brahma in his navel, lord Brahma is carrying the 
supreme Lord Narayana, in his heart itself! This action of Omniscient lord Brahma gives us a wonderful 
message - We also have the desire to see the god. We start searching for him, by seeing this outer world. 
But unfortunately we can only see this beautiful world, but not its creator, the God. So we must 
understand this universal truth and try to see the god inside ourselves. 


As described by our gurus and other wise men (Aparoksha gnaanis) - HoSdonBe, wm 8000 
meditating on God, with the purpose of obtaining his blessings to see him inside ourselves, and make this 
life an effective one.

Various ancient scriptures has thrown light on this and our guru Vishwaguru Acharya Madhwa has 
stressed on this in his works as - MOVDOBWVA, DIB BO TEUOE NO, TOBA, SEe....!! How paying Tax 


to the Government is compulsory for every citizen, similarly serving the society is a compulsory task for 
each and every individual for thanking god, for his infinite grace he shows on us. A citizen who doesn't pay 
tax is subjected to punishment, in the same way an individual who doesn't who wishes for the goodness of 
the nation is punished by the god.

Expectation is 
our worst enemy. By understanding this universal truth, if we start doing all our actions and duties only 
with the intention of pleasing the god who is present everywhere, we can lead a happy life.

| LORD VARAHA'S INCARNATION ! | 


The entire Universe, created by Lord Brahmadeva with the blessings of lord Vishnu, completely 
drowned in the water, not once, but twice! When lord Brahma started to think for the solution, Lord 
Narayana himself incarnated himself in the form of a Varaha and saved the universe that was drowning in 
the water! 


In the first situation, an asura named Adi Hiranyaksha, the son of Brahmadeva himself, purposefully 
drowned this universe in the water. To save the universe, Lord Adi Varaha incarnated and came out from 
the nose of brahmadeva and killed the asura from his horns and then brought up this universe. In the 
second instance, an asura named Hiranyaksha, the son of Kashyapa-Dithi couple, grew to such an extent 
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that all the devatas were frightened to face him. As per the direction form Narada maharshi, Hiranyaksha 
went to the underworld, tried to drown this universe and then invited Lord Yagna Varaha, who was 
residing there, to fight against him. Lord varaha easily defeated him and killed him by hitting his ear. In this 
way, Lord Narayana incarnated in the form of Varaha twice, and protected this universe. Vishwaguru 
Acharya Madhwa beautifully highlights this in his works, and helps us to overcome the confusions that 
may arise, in the subject of incarnation of Lord Varaha. 


Even today, our world is completely drowning, not by single asura Hiranyaksha, but because of various 
asuras in the form of immorality, injustice etc. , it is being subjected to decadence. But Our world should 
not drown, it must grow up ! The only way to prevent our world from getting drowned is by obtaining the 
blessings of Lord Yagna Varaha. Offering ghee, wood peices and other objects to the fire, by chanting the 
Veda mantras, is not the only yagna. By developing qualities like devotion and sacrifice, if all the actions 
that we do in our daily life are done along with the sole intention of pleasing the god, then our lives itself 
becomes a Yagna. In this way, we can obtain the blessings of Lord Yagna Varaha and thus protect our 
world from getting dominated by bad activities. On this holy day of Varaha Jayanti, may Lord Varaha bless 
us all and grant the strength to overcome all the difficulties in this tough situation.

This concept of Bhakti can be understood clearly by looking at this example - A heap of plain papers 
lying on one side has no value, but as soon as a stamp of Reserve Bank of India is put on that paper, then 
that paper turns into a currency, which has so much value that we all know in today's world, no other thing 
has parallel importance to this money! Using this we can get whatever we want. Any deeds done without 
the knowledge of god, is like a plain paper which has no value whereas deeds done by remembering god 
and offering them at his feet will be like a currency which is highly valuable! Sri Krishna has described the 


small good deed done with the involvement of Bhakti, gives us infinite fruits. But a deed, which appears to 
have the greatest value in this world, if done without the knowledge of god, loses its value. Understanding 
this importance given to Bhakti, we must continuously involve ourselves in gaining the knowledge of god 
and see him in our each and every actions and offer our prayers to him for his infinite grace on us, in each 
and every moment of our life. By this way, we can turn our life into a 'Yagna’ and make it an effective one!

If we immerse our mind 
only in the worldly matters, obviously it leads us to get deeper and deeper in this samsara and leads us to 
the detention. Even while involving in the worldly matters, if we think of god all the time, then this same 
mind directs us to the path of salvation. 

Our mind is like a mirror. When a mirror is crystal clear, whatever we see through it appears clearly. 
But if the mirror itself is dirty, then even a crystal clear thing appears as if it is dirty. Without remembering 
god in each and every moment of our life, if we simply involve ourselves in the worldly actions, the mind 
immediately gets attached to the subjectly matters and gets clouded by the illusion. The only way to 
cleanse our contaminated mind is by obtaining the blessings of our gurus who are capable of helping us 
getting rid off this ocean of samsaara, which can be done by serving them, understanding their preachings 
and practically implementing them as per our aptitude. 


Stressing the importance of a guru's role in a sadhaka's life, Lord Kapila describes some of the major 
qualities possessed by such a guru - Control on sensory organs, Selflessly helping others without any 
expectations, kind hearted one, devoid of any enemies, role model to even good people. Even various 
aparoksha gnaanis(wise men) has highlighted the importance of such a guru, in their works - MBHOH

| WHERE ARE OUR ENEMIES ? | 


We have seen how lord Kapila has beautifully explained how our mind itself is mainly responsible for 
detainment and liberation. Understanding of this concept can be further strengthened by looking at a eye 
opening story - A knowledge seeker, who wanted to get rid off his enemies who were continuously 
troubling him, constantly prayed to God with immense devotion, to bless him by destroying those 
enemies. God was pleased by his prayers, so he started firing his towards that man, with the purpose of 
killing his enemies. The man not only got disappointed but also was shocked on seeing this. He asked god : 
"| prayed you to destroy my enemies, but instead of doing so, you are trying to kill me only! Did you lose 
your aim? What mistake have i done? " 
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On hearing his words, God appeared in front of him and answered - "Look my boy, initially i hesitated to 
fire my weapons at you. But because of your continuous prayers, i was forced to do so. You prayed me to 
destroy your enemies, i could not find them anywhere outside, they all are residing inside you only and 
have built their own large kingdom! So, to kill them i had no other option but to direct my weapons 
towards you!". On hearing this, the man, who was a knowledge seeker, understood that his mind itself was 
his friend as well as his enemy. 


Same is our situation. All the good thoughts that come to our mind are like Pandavas. The bad thoughts 
that come to our mind are like the Kouravas. Our mind itself is a Kurukshetra, where every moment of our 
life, we would be experiencing the tug of war between the pandavas and the kouravas. In this war, most of 
the times, unfortunately, the kouravas will be the winners. In that Kurukshetra war which happened in 
Dwaparayug, pandavas were able to completely destroy the kouravas, because they had Krishna and 
Bheemasena in their side. Similarly, in our mind's kurukshetra war, to make pandavas(good thoughts) the 
winners, we should install Lord Krishna and Lord Vayu(Incarnations - Hanuman, Bheemasena and 
Vishwaguru Acharya Madhwa) in our hearts and make them our life's charioteer. Only then, we can 
completely overcome our enemies like improper knowledge, excessive knowledge etc. and earn the 
proper knowledge of both the God and this world, and thereby be driven by the good thoughts, 
throughout our life time. 


However, this can be said easily than to be done. So, to achieve this mindset, atleast to full capacity of 
our aptitude, we must put continuous efforts to seek the blessings of the God and his upmost devotee, 
lord Vayu. To obtain their blessings, each and every moment of our life should be led in the form of a 
yagna. Only then we can lead a satisfied life.

| VARIOUS FORMS OF DEVOTION ! | 


As learnt earlier, Devahooti devi, after understanding various aspects of Lord Kapila's preachings, 
prayed him to explain more about the different forms of bhakti. Lord Kapila, then starts explaining to her, 
different types of his devotees, their ways of offering prayers to him etc. Sri Krishna in his Bhagavadgita has 
nicely narrated about the three qualities, Satva-guna, Rajo-guna and the thamo-guna, which are highly 
influencing all our actions. Lord Kapila highlights this by describing how devotion is influenced by these 
qualities. 


A tamasa devotee is a one, who shows his devotion towards god, neither with the sole purpose of 
pleasing him nor with the purpose of obtaining any fruits, but with the sole intention of desiring bad for 
others. This devotee is the worst one, who neither get the blessings of god in his present life nor go to a 
good world after his death. 


A rajasa devotee is a one, who prays god with the intention of obtaining his blessings, to get some 
temporary fruits. Such a devotee does all his duties with the purpose of getting various sources of 
temporary happiness like wealth, glory etc. He offers his prayers to god only by worshipping him in the 
form of an idol, in a temple. He doesn't care for thinking about the omnipresence of god, thereby he 
neither tries to see him in his inner self nor does he try to see him everywhere. He will not be having the 
proper knowledge of god, his various incarnations etc. 
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Considered as a highest form of devotion, a satvika devotee is a one, who does not possess any of the 
qualities of neither a rajasa devotee nor a tamasa devotee! By earning the proper knowledge of God, he 
prays him solely with the purpose of pleasing him. A mother never ever expects anything from her baby, 
while feeding her. After her child grows up, she may expect something from it. But during its childhood, 
even though she faces several difficulties, she feeds it happily only with the intention of doing her duty. 
Similarly, a satvika devotee shows his devotion towards god. He does his all the duties, only with the 
intention of pleasing god and never expects any fruits. He offers his immense devotion to god, to see him 
in his heart lotus, by getting rid off all his sins. 


By understanding this, we must try to become a satvika devotee. However, In our daily lives various 
situations may come, where we may be forced to pray lord for various fruits. As a result, It may not be able 
for us to develop such a level of satvika devotion shown by various wise men like Bhagavatottamas Lord 
Hanuman, king Prahallada etc. Atleast by taking inspiration from them, we must try to reduce our prayers 
to god for getting fruits, and pray him only for obtaining his grace.

Lord Kapila, by describing the various forms of Bhakti, highlights the importance of Satvika Devotion. 
Further, he explains various characteristics to be possessed by such a devotee. How a mother loves and 
feeds her child without any expectations, similarly a devotee must develop devotion towards god by 
praising his immense grace on us, with the purpose of only obtaining his blessings and without expecting 
any other fruits from him. When we develop such a practise by doing all our duties with the knowledge of 
god, even if we don't expect any fruits, god who knows our inside out, will be pleased by our seva and 
grants us everything according to our aptitude. 


A man who was coming back to his home from abroad, wrote a letter to his son stating all the details of 
his journey and also asked him to come to pick him from the station, on his arrival. His son, on receiving 
that letter become so joyous that he didn't even look at what was written in it, but blindly kept it in the 
god's house and started worshipping it. Not only the man's arrival day came, after waiting for a very long 
time for his son at the station, the man filled with anger finally came back home and scolded his son. 


Similarly, God who is our father, has given his ultimate messages to the mankind, through various 
ancient scriptures, Vedas, Shruti-smritis etc. Our gurus right from Vishwaguru Acharya Madhwa, in the 
form of their blessings, has written infinite works on these preachings of the lord and has made it much 
more simpler for us. Even after having so much comforts, we neglect to gain the proper knowledge of God 
by reading those works. Like that son, we also In our life time, every year on some auspicious days like 
Dusshera etc., simply keep those books in the god's house and only do glorious pooja to them. As a result, 
we fail to understand the messages given to us by those works and simply involve ourselves in these 
worldly actions, and one final day we leave this world empty handedly. Even god will not be pleased with 
this action of ours. 


Husband of Goddess Lakshmi, Swaramana Lord Srihari does not expect any money, gold, diamonds etc 
from us. Understanding the omnipresence of the god, along with worshipping him in idols, we must also 
involve ourselves in serving the needy people, other creatures like animals, birds etc. If we sincerely serve 
the god present in them, without any expectations, god will be most pleased by this. Sri Krishna, he himself 
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has stressed the importance of various forms of duties which we humans should do in our life time - Sa, 


earning our livelyhood and implementing religious practices like Sandhyavandana, earning the knowledge 
of god etc., even to a small proportion, with the purpose of pleasing the god, we can obtain his blessings.

| KNOWLEDGE OF INDIFFERENCE 
IN GOD'S VARIOUS INCARNATIONS ! | 


After explaining how we can obtain his blessings by offering our various duties at his lotus feet, Lord 
Kapila further explains how a true devotee should worship him. "Apruthagbhavaha" is one of the 
important elements which a sadhaka should develop. One who sees uniformity in all the different 
incarnations of Lord Narayana, is known as an uprooted one or an Apruthagbhava. When we go through 
our ancient scriptures, there are chances where doubts may arise regarding the uniformity of various 
incarnations of the god. For an example, in Ramayana there is an instance where 2 incarnations of Lord 
Vishnu himself, Lord Rama defeats Lord Parashurama in a fight between them. When God is a flawless one, 
how can he face defeat? Is there any differences between lord's incarnation? Similarly many other doubts 
may arise. These incidents have been highlighted mainly with the purpose of misguiding the unqualified 
people. To give proper knowledge on such situations, our guru Vishwaguru Acharya Madhwa has clearly 
clarified about all these doubts, in his various works and has highly stressed the importance of 
understanding the uniformity in lord's incarnations. 


Not only in Lord's incarnations, there is also uniformity in each and every organs of god. Unlike us, 
who are capable of doing only a particular activity from particular organs like eyes can only see, ears can 
only hear, nose can only smell etc., satchidananda figure Lord Krishna's all the organs can do all the 
activities without any difference. For example, his eyes can not only see but also smell, walk, touch, taste 
etc. Similarly without any defects, all the organs of the god is highly capable of doing any activity. By 
understanding this concept of uniformity in lord's incarnations and also in his organs, we must always look 
at the non duality(Advaita) between them. When comparing ourselves with the god, we must always see 
the duality(Dvaita - Tatvavaada) between god and us. In the same way, when we firmly understand the 
universal truth of differences between God, all the living beings and non-living beings, then there will be 
no chances for any errors. 


After giving all these unparallel messages to the mankind, Lord Kapila summarises his entire 
preachings as - "Devotion without any service to me and serving me without devotion, both are 
incompleted. By obtaining my proper knowledge and by doing your assigned duties with immense 
devotion in me, one can completely obtain my blessings. I'll surely pleased by this!" Even after learning all 
about this, if we don't try to implement them in our daily lives, then we are only the ultimate losers. Hence 
we must wake up at the earliest and start following the path shown by the god and be blessed.

One of the nine daughters of Kardama-Devahooti couple, Anasooya devi got married to Atri 
Maharshi.

Water has a form, but doesn't have a specific form. When filled in a glass, it takes the form of a glass, 
similarly it takes various forms depending on where it is filled. In the same way, being a chinmaya roopa, 
Lord Vishnu, even though possess a form, cannot be seen because of a not possessing any particular form. 
Lord Vishnu, who is omnipresent, independently and solely responsible for all the activities of this 
Universe, himself resides in the form of Brahma and Shiva, in Lord Brahma and Lord Shiva respectively and 
controls them. Similarly, he himself controls each and every element of this universe, by residing inside 
them. Even though he does all these actions, being a flawless one, Lord Vishnu will always remain 
unattached to the fruits of any of these actions. 


Firmly knowing all this, while doing penance, instead of thinking about each of the trios separately, the 
Atri maharshi through his cleverness, thought only about Lord Vishnu through his various forms. Pleased 
by this thought of the maharshi, the trios blessed him and they themselves incarnated as his children : Lord 
Vishnu as Dattatreya, Lord Shiva as Durvasa rishi and moon god with the element of Lord Brahma. 


A beautiful message has been delivered in this storyline. Atri maharshi was married to Anasooya devi, 
who was never envy on others. Further to get the trios as his sons, Atri left the three evil factors - Lust, 
rage and exhaustion. Sri Krishna has highly stressed on leaving these three elements which acts as thorns 
in the path of attaining enlightenment, for a knowledge seeker - Bos: BoePa Mo Svoewys Sm, Sess 


exhaustion to get Lord himself as our child (to obtain his blessings).

Satidevi, one of the daughter's of Daksha prajapati, was married to Lord Rudra. Daksha prajapati had 
organised an Yagna, where all the gods and goddesses had gathered there. When Daksha entered the hall 
where the yagna was going on, all the angels except lord Vishnu, lord Brahma and lord Shiva stood up and 
showed their respects to him. But Daksha prajapati, who's aptitude is much more lower than that of Lord 
Shiva, on seeing this behaviour of his son-in-law, got angered on him and cursed him to not get any 
portions in the yagna. 


Later, to show much more disrespect to Lord Shiva, Daksha again organised an yagna, and invited all 
the angels except his daughter Satidevi and son-in-law Lord Shiva. Disappointed by this, Satidevi asked her 
husband Lord Rudra the reason for his act of showing disrespect to his father in law, earlier. The answer 
given by Lord Shiva is an eye opener to all of us - " Satidevi, all our pranams and prayers are not merely 
offered to any person, but offered mainly to the supreme Lord Vishnu residing inside him. On that day, 
your father's heart was completely filled with various evil emotions like lust, anger, enemity etc. Also, at 
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that time, i was meditating on lord Srihari, through my father Lord Brahma, who was sitting in front of me. 
As a result, i could not feel the presence of lord Narayana in your father! So, i didn't get up and showed my 
respects to him!" 


All though, God is omnipresent, we can feel his presence, only in a place which is free of all the evil 
emotions. Only rujus like lord Brahma, lord Vayu, Latavyaru etc., who are highly termed as 'Akhanaashma 
sama’, are always free of and unaffected by any of the evil emotions, thanks to the immense blessings and 
presence of the supreme god Lord Narayana and his wife goddess Lakshmidevi, always. Even Upanishats 
have highly upheld the greatness of these rujus. Once, all the angels, in search of proper foundation to 
meditate upon Lord Narayana, tried to meditate through all other gods and goddesses, but failed to get 
the required focus. When they tried with lord Vayu as their foundation, they could get complete focus, 
irrespective of any disturbances outside. Overwhelmed by this, they all firmly decided to choose lord Vayu 
as their foundation and there onwards began their meditation.

King Uttanapada, had 2 wives namely Suneeti and Suruchi. He had immense love towards Suruchi. 
Binded by this attachment, Uttanapada had lost all his strength to raise his voice against her's evil 
mindedness of not giving any status to his first wife, Suneeti. Because of this weak minded King, the entire 
kingdom was always in a very weak position. 


One day, Uttama, son of Suruchi was sitting on the lap of his father Uttanapada, who was sitting on his 
throne. On seeing this, Dhruva, son of Suneeti also wished to sit on his father's lap and ran towards him. 
However, Suruchi prevented him from going near his father and egoistically told him - " If you want to sit 
on your father's lap, go to forest , do penance and then take your birth from me!Otherwise, you are not 
allowed to sit on your father's lap." When a pure minded child excitedly tried to sit on his father's lap, this 
ego filled Suruchi insulted him in the presence of everyone. 


Being a King who's main duty was to fight against the injustice that was happening to his own son, 
Uttanapada had to stop his wife - " Suruchi, he's also my son, don't stop him from coming near me! " But, 
because of his over-attachment towards her, Uttanapada did not possess enough courage to oppose her. 
As a result, he silently sat on his throne looking at all these happenings! 


Similar is the situation of all of us! Uttanapada did not want Suneeti (Good thoughts), he only wanted 
Suruchi (Good Taste). In the same way, we also neglect our cultures, moral values, virtues etc. But we are 
highly attracted towards the temporary worldly pleasures. In the beginning, we might develop attraction 
only towards good pleasures, but eventually we get completely trapped in these pleasures and fail to 
discriminate between the good and bad. Like how the king had no courage to oppose his wife, we also 
completely lose our power of discernment. Because of this, ultimately we completely get diverted from our 
main goal of obtaining the God's blessings for attaining enlightment, and get more and more jailed in this 
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samsaara. By understanding this, we must wake up and try not to drown in these worldly pleasures. A 
lotus, even though residing in the water, never gets attached to it. Similarly, we must develop our mindset 
of living in this world, without getting attached to any of the pleasures. Then only we can lead a happy life.

Even in such a situation, where she being the prime queen had been avoided of all the statuses and 
along with that, her son being insulted and denied by his rights, Suneeti gave this brave advice to her son. 
We can easily witness the wiseness and courage of Suneeti devi from this incident. Similarly, in Ramayana 
an instance arises where, Sumitradevi, the third wife of King Dasharatha, herself is more excited to send 
her son Lakshmana to the forest along with Sri Ramachandra. She cheers him by telling him that his life's 
purpose itself was to serve his brother Lord Ramachandra. Such is the greatness of these mothers! 


Today, when children in their younger days wish to read our ancient scriptures, attend spiritual 
speeches, do sandhyavandana, follow rituals like Ekadashi etc., majority of the mothers demotivate them 
and advice them to do all those when they grow up. After their children grow up by learning only modern 
education and failing to know about our ancient cultures and moral values, then these mothers 
themselves suffer in the future.

So your effort to obtain his blessings will not be 
fruitful, so go back to your kingdom! " 


After hearing all this, Dhruva replied - " Maharshi, i'm very greatfull for your kindness on me. But 
unfortunately, right now i'm not in a situation to understand all this. I've been highly upset by my step 
mothers cruel words. Anyhow, i'm not going in a wrong direction. Even if i'm not able to get the blessings 
of the God, my penance towards achieving it will never go wasted. So i request you to bless me by guiding 
me in this path! " Narada maharshi on hearing this, became very happy by seeing the courage of young 
Dhruva and further explained him the various aspects of how to do the penance and also preached him the 
Vasudeva mantra and blessed him. Dhruva, offered his pranams to Narada maharshi and went to the 
forest. On the other side, king Uttanapada on knowing about his son going to forest, repented deeply for 
his mistake, who was then comforted by Narada Maharshi himself, who assured him that his son would 
surely achieve his goal and would become an inspiration to others in the future.

We also sit to do meditation. While meditating, except God, everything else comes to our mind. Our 
situation has become so worse that our meditation can be defined as a time where we think only about 
our family problems. While doing pooja, even though we would be free from all the family members for 
some time, we only think about house, money matters and other problems. Instead of thinking about God, 
who controls everything, we only think these worldly matters. Upanishats only have mentioned the reason 
for this- ®odo0e aed BS mos® MOO? SHS’ Boos BT,2 Mo0SooG, v®....! 
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Independent Lord Vishnu has made the sensory organs of the humans to see outwards. Hence, these 
organs has become weak by seeing only the worldly objects and has lost its strength to see God in them. As 
a result, we are not at all able to look inside ourselves. But Dhruva's approach of seeing the God is a 
exception from this. With a complete focussed mind, he continuously chanted the Vasudeva mantra by 
thinking of only the God's form, in his heart lotus. As a result, such a small boy could easily obtain the 
blessings of the God. 


Pleased by this penance of Dhruva, which was filled with immense devotion, God appeared in front of 
him to shower his blessings. But the depth of penance of Dhruva was so immense that he could not even 
recognise God's presence in front of him. Everywhere, we see devotees waiting to see God and obtain his 
blessings, but here, God himself was waiting for his devotee to see him. When Bheeshmacharya offered 
his prayers while sleeping on the bed of arrows, Sri Krishna accepted his prayers by sitting in front of him.

So, by this, we can clearly understand that any work, if done with the duty 
consciousness along with the purpose of pleasing the God, obviously the level of satisfaction felt by us, 
would be incomparably high. But if they are done with any other purposes like making money, pleasing or 
harming someone else etc., then the chances of doing sins will be more. 

Along with ruling his kingdom in a good manner, king Pruthu would also guide his citizens in the 
spiritual path by preaching the knowledge of God. Pleased by all these good qualities of king Pruthu, sons 
of lord Brahmadeva, the Sanakadis came near him to bless him. After doing all the hospitality, king Pruthu 
questioned them - " What are the important aspects, one must develop to get rid off this samsaara and 
attain salvation ? " The answer given by the Sanakadis is an eye opener for all of us - " All our Shaastras has 
clearly described the path to be followed by a wise men, to get the enlightenment.

Entirely forgetting 
about all the happenings about their kingdom, the couple completely involved themselves in enjoying their 
lives. As a result, the Gandharvas attacked and completely occupied their kingdom. Puranjana, who was 
held captive by the Gandharvaas, lost all his strength and solely thinking about his wife, he died. As a result 
of thinking of a girl at the time of his death, Puranjana was born as a girl by the name Vaidarbhi, in his next 
birth. A sage by name Malayadhwaja, who was none other than the wife of Puranjana in his previous birth, 
married her.

Hearing this, his grandfather lord Brahmadeva himself came and gave him some preachings, which 
gives us a wonderful message - " Each and every individual is assigned with some duties. Doing them with 
the intention of pleasing the supreme God, itself is a penance! Simply if you go the forest, you cannot 
become a sage. A person who is completely involved in these worldly pleasures, mentally, even if he goes 
to forest, he cannot attain enlightenment.

Day and night, you are only looking after this 
kingdom. Where do you get the time to think of God? How can you become so religious? " Instead of 
answering him straightly, the king gave him a oil lamp and told him - " Have a look at my palace and come, 
there are various amazing paintings and other beautiful things. But remember, the lamp you are holding 
should not be turned off! " The sage went around the complete palace and came back after some time. 
Then the king asked him - "Did you see everything ? " The sage replied that although he saw everything, he 
couldn't look at them very clearly, as he had to be ensured that lamp he was holding wouldn't turn off. On 
hearing this, the king told him - "This is the answer for all your earlier questions!

King Bharata, the eldest son of Lord Vrishabha ruled his kingdom for several years, in a grand manner. 

After handing 
over the kingdom to his sons, King Bharata who was highly interested in spirituality left to the forest, to do 
the penance. He reached the sacred ashram of Pulaha rishi. His daily routine involved taking bath thrice in 
a day, in the Chakra river of today's Nepal, doing sandhyavandanam, thinking of the God etc. One day 
when he was doing penance, a pregnant deer came near the river to quench the thirst. At the same 
moment, a tiger which was very nearby, roared so loudly that this deer got completely frightened. Because 
of this anxiety, the deer forcibly started to jump from one place to another. As a result, the heavy weighing 
womb came out of it and fell in that river. Because of this immense pain and scare from the tiger, the deer 
died there itself. 


This baby deer (fawn), which had fallen in the river, started floating along the river. On seeing this fawn, 
the kind hearted Bharata rescued it from being washed away. He then started taking extreme care of that 
fawn. In taking care of this fawn only, he started spending the whole day. His attachment towards it 
started growing to such an extent, that he totally forgot about his purpose of coming to the forest and 
instead of thinking of the real orphanated relative, supreme Lord Vishnu, he started completely thinking of 
that orphan fawn itself. Wherever he went, he would take that fawn along with him. When doing 
meditation, instead of closing his eyes and thinking of God, he would look only at the moments of that 
fawn. Because of this immense kindness of Bharata, the baby deer started crying and offered its gratitude 
to him. As a result, Bharata's heart was much more touched with this act of the fawn. Finally, because of 
this over - attachment towards this fawn, thinking of it only, Bharata breathed his last. As Lord Krishna has 


we think in our final stages of this life, we'll be born as that only in our next birth! If we think of only God in 
our life's final stages, we'll surely attain the lotus feet of God only. Instead of thinking of God, if we die by 
thinking of our dog, in our next birth, we'll surely be born as a dog! In this case, Bharata who died of 
constantly thinking of the deer, took his next birth born as a deer itself. 


At the beginning, a man consumes alcohol, according to his wish. But gradually after some time, the 
alcohol itself consumes that man! In the same way, here Bharata who fed the fawn because of kindness, 
gradually got over attached to it and lost his capacity of discretion! From this story of king Bharata, we can 
understand why our scriptures has stressed on developing detachment towards these worldly pleasures 
and attachment towards the supreme God, who is our sole protector! So, we must try to move forward in 
this path.

King Bharata, because of his over - attachment towards the fawn, took birth as a deer in his next life. 
Because of all the good deeds and other spiritual achievements which he had done in his previous life, 
even though possessing the form of a deer, Bharata had the knowledge about all his previous births. 
Learning from his previous mistakes, Bharata in the form of a deer, never joined the groups of other deers. 
He would always stay lonely and think of God. After spending his entire life in the same way, the deer died 
at the banks of Gandaki Teertha. 
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Because of all his good works, Bharata was then born in a brahmin's family, in his next birth. King 
Bharata himself then became ‘Jadabharata’. Even though he was born with the complete realisation of 
God and possessed all the qualities of a normal human, in the vision of the world, he appeared as a 
sluggish one!

All the people would scold him, beat him, call him as deaf, dumb, crazy etc. Without 
responding for any comments, he simply tolerated everything and lead the life. 


One day, a king belonging to the shoodra caste, with the purpose of getting a child had organised a pooja 
of sacrificing a human, to please the goddess BhadraKaali. When the servants of the king were searching 
for a right person for the sacrifice, they noticed Jadabharata, who was sitting nearby. They immediately 
took him to the place where the event was organised and tied him to a pole. Jadabharata who was 
unaffected by all these happenings, remained calm and acted according to the orders of those servants. 
When the tamasa minded shoodra king came forward to cut the head of this Aparoksha Jnaani 
Jadabharata, goddess Bhadrakaali who herself was a devotee and servant of Lord Narayana, got angered 
by this act of the king and killed him along with all his followers and rescued Jadabharata, who was free of 
any anxiety because of constant thinking of God! 


From this incident, we can understand that one who completely surrenders at the feet of God and 
constantly thinks about him, not only obtains the complete blessings of and protection from God, but also 
through his devotees. So irrespective of our any situation, we must try to think of omnipresent God all the 
time, to obtain his blessings!

Earlier, we have seen how Goddess Bhadrakaali rescued Jadabharata, from the hands of a shoodra king. 
The king of Sindhusoumeera prominence, Rahoogana decided to go to the ashrama of Lord Kapila with the 
intention of getting the Tattvopadesha from him. To carry him through the palanquin, there was a 
shortage of one servant. When they were travelling by looking for a suitable person who would be capable 
to assist them, they noticed this Jadabharata who had a well built body and ordered him to assist them. 
Without any hesitation, Jadabharata joined them in carrying the palanquin. 


How an alcohol addict completely loses his senses and forgets this world, in the same way, this 
Jadabharata who was completely immersed in the devotion of supreme God, had totally forgot about 
these worldly happenings! As a result, he was not carrying the palanquin properly. Because of this, the 
palanquin started to shake and the king who was sitting inside the palanquin lost his balance. The king got 
angered by this and shouted at his servants to carry the palanquin properly. Other three servants who 
were properly carrying the palanquin told him that they were carrying the same properly and it was 
because of this Jadabharata, who was not carrying the same properly, that this palanquin was shaking. On 
hearing this, the king first warned him. But when he neglected his warnings and continued to carry the 
palanquin improperly, the king started scolding him sarcastically - " With your thin body, you are single 
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handedly carrying this palanquin, that too for a very far destination. Old age is also troubling you no. So sad 
of you! " 


Jadabharata, even after hearing such scoldings from the king for multilple times, never replied to him. 
On seeing this act of Jadabharata, the king got much more angered on him and told - " I'll give you a 
suitable punishment! Even though you are living, you are acting as if you are dead. You are insulting me! 
You are disrespecting the king's order. I'll kill you! "On hearing this, Jadabharata who was acting as dumb 
till now, then opened his mouth and started preaching to the king - " O king, your complaint on me of not 
carrying this palanquin properly, is very true. But the truth is, i'm not the one who is carrying this 
palanquin! I'm not the one who is walking. How can me, who don't have independence to do anything, 
possess the capacity to do these things? Supreme, Omnipresent and Omniscient god, who is solely, 
independently responsible for all the activities of the universe, is the one who is making me do all these 
things, according to my aptitude! All these diseases, hunger, thirst, anxiety, laziness, anger etc. are solely 
for those who has attachment to this eternal body! These things does not have any effect on a person like 
me, who has no attachment towards it. So, i'm untouched by any of your scoldings! " 


By this incident, we can understand the adverse effects of our attachment towards the eternal body. 
Usually, when we do some good deeds, we think we are the sole doers and feel as if we are very great, 
when someone praises us. When some bad deeds are done by us and we are hated or scolded by 
someone, we get completely depressed. So, we must try to reduce the attachment towards our body, by 
doing our duties by thinking about our lowness and unparallel greatness and kindness of God!

| ATTACHMENT IN 'DETACHMENT' ! | 


On seeing the mysterious behaviour of the wise man Jadabharata, Rahoogana, who had mistaken him as 
a useless person, realised his mistake and came out of his palanquin. Seeing this wiseness of Jadabharata, 
Rahoogana who was going to the ashrama of Lord Kapila to get the tattvopadesha, surrendered at the feet 
of Jadabharata and accepted him as his guru in the spiritual journey and asked him few questions. 


Jadabharata answered him - " Rahoogana, our mind is mainly responsible for all the activities of our life! 
If we control our mind, then the chances of getting anger, anxiety, doing fraud, showing arrogance etc. 
does not exist. To lead a happy life and to develop devotion in the supreme God, controlling our mind 
plays a vital role. By earning the proper knowledge of God, we must try to overcome the attractions of 
these worldy pleasures. A wet wood would give more smoke than brightness, but a dry wood gives more 
bright light and less smoke. Likewise, a mind untuned leads us to sorrowness. Once it is tuned by the 
Tattvagnaana, it automatically guides us properly to lead a prosperous life. Along with these, we must try 
to reduce the arrogance and fascination, which are our main enemies in the life of a knowledge seeker." 


He further explains the concept of relationship between our mind and body - " When our mind possess 
the attachment over the body, we'll surely experience all the ignorance, cold, hot and other external 
factors that influence our body. But, when the attachment between our mind and body reduces, rate of 
experiencing all those external factors automatically reduces! When we understand that this body and 
soul are entirely different and the soul has its own personality, then whatever praisings or scoldings we 
receive from others does not make any impact on us. Our mind will be tuned in such a way that we would 
have developed the capacity to receive those praisings or scoldings, without seeing any difference 
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between them! Attachment is the root cause for all our problems, when we completely detach from this 
worldly matters by the proper knowledge and blessings of god, then only we can lead this life happily. " 


Everyday we would be hearing the news of accidents and other such tragedies, that would be happening 
regularly. However these things would not bother us much, untill there is an involvement of our relatives 
or other known persons in such accidents. When we get to know that a known person is involved in such 
tragedies, then automatically we get anxiety and start gathering more information about the tragedy and 
try to rescue them! This influence of ‘attachment’ towards the world leads us to the disastrous life. By 
understanding the awful effects of this attachment, instead of developing the same with the worldly 
matters, we must develop detachment towards them and increase our attachment towards god, who 
blesses us to get rid off this samsaara.

There is continuous attack from various wild animals, unpredictable environmental 
conditions etc. Because of all these, there will be fear always. As a result, it'll not be possible for us to get 
out of this forest easily Similar is the situation of this samsaara! Highly influenced by the three qualities of 
Satva, Rajas and Tamas, the jeevas have been jailed in this repeating cycle of samsaara. Various problems 
and our previous lifes' karmas, in the form of thorns, have been preventing us to travel in the path of 
enlightenment. Like the attack from wild animals, everyday we will be facing the attacks from the six 
enemies lust, anger etc, which are residing inside us. Like the attack from various environmental changes, 
we have become blind by the influence of 'attachment'. From this precious human life only, we'll be able 
to get rid off this samsaara. By serving our gurus, we should obtain their blessings and move in the path of 
salvation. A guide is necessary to help us to travel in the dense forest, similarly to travel in this forest called 
‘life’ , a guru's guidance plays a vital role. 


A man, when travelling in a deep forest, fell into a pothole, filled with grass and thorns. He started 
shouting for help. A wise man, who was travelling nearby heard his voice and kind heartedly helped him to 
come out of that pothole and further guidided him the path to reach his destination. In the same way, we 
jeevas are travelling in this samsaara, with the intention of obtaining god's blessings. However, by the 
continuous attacks from our six enemies, we have lost our direction in the path of enlightenment and have 
fallen in the potholes( infinite problems) of this samsaara. When a guru, who has the capacity to guide us 
in this path by preaching us the proper knowledge, helps us, only then we can get rid off this samsaara! 


From all these preachings of Jadabharata, Rahoogana got the answers for all his questions, in the 
spiritual path. As a token of respect, he offered his prayers and pranams to him. From these preachings of 
Jadabharata, we must understand the importance of a guru. We are very lucky to have got numerous 
aparoksha jnaanis themselves as our gurus. To mention a few of them - Vishwaguru Acharya Madhwa, Sri 
Jayateertharu, Sri Vyasarajaru, Sri Vadirajaru, Sri Raghavendra guru Sarvabhoumaru etc. By sincierly 
serving them and implementing their messages, in our lives, we can obtain their blessings and thereby get 
rid off this samsaara by attaining salvation!

| IMPORTANCE OF KALIYUGA ! | 


Lord Vedavyasa has beautifully described the greatness of this Bharata Khanda, in this Srimad 


a single moment in this 'Bhaarat' is far better than living in other countries for thousand years! All the 
angels right from supreme Lord Narayana has incarnated in this sacred land of Bhaarat and has increased 
the importance of this holy land. We must also learn the importance of this Kaliyuga. In Kruta yuga, the 
good fruits(Punya) received after doing many good deeds was very less. But, in this Kaliyuga, even for less 
good deeds, the good fruits we receive is very huge and also the bad fruits (Paapa) we receive after doing 
many sins is very less! 


An incident in Mahabharat helps us to understand the importance of Kaliyuga - There was a fierce 
battle between Arjuna and Karna. Arjuna with his amazing prowess easily pushed back the Karna's chariot 
to a very far distance of around hundred yojans. Replying to this attack of Arjuna, Karna who was also very 
strong, using his amazing skills attacked him through his arrows. As a result, Arjun's chariot which was 
charioted by Lord Krishna just moved two yojans back. Lord Krishna appreciated Karna for his great effort. 
Arjuna on seeing this, got angered and objected lord Krishna - " O Krishna, what is this injustice? I've 
pushed Karna's chariot to such a far distance from my arrows, he has pushed back my chariot only by two 
yojans. Instead of praising me, you are praising him! This is not right! " 


On hearing this, Lord Krishna replied - " Arjuna, your effort of pushing back the chariot of Karna is not 
an act of much importance! It is a normal chariot made of wood. But your chariot, whose weight is almost 
equal to that of this terrestrial. Also you are possessing the great 'Ghaandeeva Bow', Lord Hanuman is 
residing in the flag of your chariot, and more important than all these, i myself who is the supreme one, is 
your charioteer! In spite of possessing all these importance and greatness, he has managed to push your 
chariot at least for a small distance! For this great effort of his, | appreciated him. " 


This story is highly applicable to our present situation. Kruta yuga was a good one, doing good deeds 
was a normal activity there. Everyone would do that. Such it does not deserve such importance. It is like 
Arjuna pushing back the normal chariot of Karna, very far. But, in this Kaliyuga, which is almost completely 
filled with evilness almost everywhere, doing even a small good deed, has great importance! It is like Karna 
pushing the great chariot of Arjuna for a very small distance.

| SOLUTION FOR ALL OUR MISTAKES ?! | 


After hearing about various types of hells which a man may enter because of his infinite mistakes, King 
Parikshita asked Sri Shukacharya, if there were any permanent solution to overcome those mistakes. Sri 
Shukacharya replied that by repenting for his mistakes and by not repeating the same in the future, one 
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can overcome his mistakes. On hearing this, king Parikshita astonishingly asked him - " O lord, if all the 
mistakes done by a culprit gets washed away just by repenting for it, then it is like a boon for him no? 
Everytime after doing the mistake, he may repent for it and again do some other mistake! This cycle is like 
all the elephants taking bath in the river for a long time and then immediately pouring mud on 
themselves, while coming out of the river. In this case, there is no value to the bath taken by those 
elephants. Similarly, if the culprit keeps on repenting and doing the bad things again and again, then what 
is the use of repenting? " 


Sri Shukacharya gives a wonderful answer - " O king, if we consume good food in the right manner, then 
the chances of getting diseases does not exist! Instead of consuming more food because of greediness and 
then taking medicines to overcome the diseases, eating according to our limit by controlling our senses, is 
a good prevention. In the same way, instead of repenting after doing the mistakes, we must implement 
various good qualities like brahmacharya, penance, self control, sacrifice etc. , in our lives and lead this 
precious life in a good manner. By mistake, if any mistake happen, we must ensure that it is not repeated 
again. If we lead our life in a good manner by developing immense devotion in supreme Lord Narayana, 
then like a fire stick burning hundreds of pieces of wood, all our sins will be destroyed by the blessings of 
our Lord Sri Hari! Chanting the name of the God with immense devotion, all the time, by thinking of his 
greatness, is the ultimate solution to get rid off all the sins! " 


After giving this beautiful message, as a perfect example for this, Sri Snukacharya further describes the 
story of a brahmin named Ajamila, which we'll see in our next sandesha. By understanding the importance 
of God and also about various good qualities, we must try to implement them in our lives to make this an 
effective one.

|THE AJAMILA UPAKHYANA ! | 


Sri Shukacharya, while explaining the importance of chanting the name of supreme Lord Narayana, has 
narrated the story of Ajamila, to the king Parikshit. In a place called Kanyakubja, there resided a brahmin 
by name Ajamila, who was a very religious person. One day, as per his father's orders, Ajamila went to the 
forest to collect the pieces of wood and other related items. There, on seeing a beautiful woman who 
belonged to a lower caste, he got attracted by her beauty to such a level that he completely forgot about 
all his previous religious life and fell prey to her. As a result, he married her and completely involved in a 
lustful life. He started leading his life with her by enjoying all the worldly pleasures and also became a 
father to ten children. As a result of all this, he completely lost his track of the precious life. After spending 
his lifetime of around eighty years in this manner, he reached the death bed. 


As his death became closer, the servants of Lord Yama, came to him to take him to their place. Ajamila 
got highly scared on seeing them and started calling his last son, Narayana, to rescue him from the cluster 
of these Yamadootas. As soon he called his son's name Narayana, because of his karma of doing good 
deeds earlier, Ajamila immediately got the thought of supreme Lord Narayana. As a result, the servants of 
Lord Narayana, possessing a divine form, appeared in front of him and prevented the servants of Lord 
Yama, from taking him. 


The servants of Lord Yama got astonished on seeing these servants of Lord Vishnu and questioned them - 
"Who are you? From where did you come? Why are you preventing us from taking him to our place? " On 
hearing this, the servants of Lord Vishnu also re-questioned them. Yamadootas later started shouting - " He 
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has done many bad deeds, he is fit to go to hell only. So, allow us to take him! " In return to this, 
Vishnudootas exclaimed - " Even though he tried to call his son Narayana, at that moment he has thought 
about Lord Narayana, so he is fit to be taken to our place ! " Ultimately, Yamadootas accepted their defeat 
in this debate and left the place. 


Ajamila, who was seeing all these quarrelling between these two groups, in his dreams, realised his 
mistakes and highly repented for the same. He thought - " Just by chanting the name of the God, that too 
only once, Vishnudootas came to me to take me with them. If i completely involve myself in thinking about 
the God, then surely i can obtain the lotus feet of Lord Sri Hari! " Immediately, with the intention of 
obtaining the blessings of God, he left for the banks of holy river Ganges, to do penance. 


From this story, we can understand the greatness of chanting the name of Lord Narayana. If God could 
prevent his devotee from going to hell, will he not help us to get rid off this samsara? So, by thinking of this 
immense kindness of God in every moment of our precious life, we must lead our life.

If 
obtaining salvation would be so easy, then everybody would think that we can involve ourselves in doing 
evil things through out the life time and finally at the end of our lives, if we can chant the name of the God, 
we can attain salvation! For this reason, we must properly understand the story of Ajamila. 


After realising about his mistakes and repenting for the same, Ajamila immediately sacrificed everything 
and left for the banks of river Ganges. After doing penance for many years, he finally obtained the 
blessings of God and attained enlightenment. This story does not give the message that just by chanting 
the name of God, we can attain salvation. If we think that attaining enlightenment is such an easy task, 
then surely we can move further in this path. By showing the immense effects of forgetting God, it also 
highlights the importance of chanting the name of supreme lord Narayana. 


On the other side, after getting defeated at the hands of Vishnudootas, Yamadootas went back to their 
place and asked their lord Yamadeva - “ O Lord, One side you control us, on the other side Vishnudootas 
control us. Still how many of them are there above us to control us? How should we follow your order? 
We’re totally confused! “ On hearing this, lord Yama replied - “ Myself, lord Indra, Nirruti, Prachetasa, 
Soma, Fire god, lord Shiva, lord Vayu, Sun god, lord Brahma, Vishwedevatas, Vasus, Saadhyaru, 
Marudganas, Rudraganas - we everyone are the servants of supreme Lord Vishnu! As per his orders, we all 
do our duties. How cows and calves are controlled by the rope tied to them, similarly Lord Sri Hari is 
controlling all of us! We must abide by his orders, we don’t have any rights to oppose it and touch a person 
who is involved in leading his life, by doing all the duties assigned to him to please the God! Bring only 


whose tongue does not chant the name of the God, whose mind never thinks about God, whose head does 
not surrender at the feet of God and his devotees - Instead of bringing such persons, you tried to bring 
Ajamila, who chanted the name of God with devotion! From next time don’t repeat this mistake. ” 


When we give more importance to God in our life, then the chances of doing mistakes will be less. For 
doing all other rituals mentioned in our scriptures, there might be certain rules and regulations to be 
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followed. But chanting the name of the God does not require any such special rules to be followed. By 
understanding this, irrespective of our situations, we must involve ourselves in chanting the name of God, 
in every moment of our life, to get provoked to do good deeds as much as possible and ultimately obtain 
his blessings to attain enlightenment!

Daksha prajapati, the son of Lord Brahmadeva, again took birth to continue the process of creation. In 
order to obtain the blessings of supreme Lord Narayana, he went to place near Vindhya mountains, to do 
penance. After praising the greatness of God in various ways, Lord Vishnu who was pleased by these 
prayers, appeared in front of him and ordered him to marry a religious girl, Asikni, to continue the creation 
of mankind. As per the orders of God, Daksha prajapati married Asikni and got ten thousand sons from her, 
who were named as ‘Hariyashwas’. Later Daksha ordered all of them to continue the process of creation. 
With the intention of following the orders of their father, Hariyashwas went to a holy place called 
‘Narayanasaras’ and started doing penance, to obtain the blessings of God. 


Narada maharshi who was travelling in that region, saw these Hariyashwas who were doing penance 
and went near them and interrupted - “ Hariyashwas! What is this? Without earning the proper knowledge 
of God, you have started meditating on him. Without learning about these ten things, you cannot obtain 
the blessings of God! Do you know about these things? - 1) Which is the end of this world ? 2) Which is 
the state, where there is only one person ? 3) Which is the hole, through which we cannot come back 
after entering the same ? 4) Who is the woman, who is practising adulltery ? 5) Who is the husband of 
this woman ? 6) Which is the river, that flows in both the directions ? 7) Which is the house, that is filled 
with 25 amazing things ? 8) Which is the swan, that is telling a strange story ? 9) Which is the wheel, 
that is rotating very sharply ? 10) What are the orders of your father ? 


Do you know answers for theses questions ? If you know the answers for these, only then you can obtain 
the blessings of supreme God !” Hariyashwas, who couldn’t even understand these questions, surrendered 
at the feet of Narada maharshi and pleaded him to explain the answers for those questions. Do we know 
the answers for these questions? It’s obviously a big ‘NO’. Without understanding these basic things 
related to God, if we simply involve ourselves in doing various spiritual practices mechanically, then that 
will be like doing a yagna in water! So, we must try to earn the knowledge of God at the earliest, by 
surrendering at the feet of our Gurus. Only then, all the rituals performed by us will get proper meaning.

| PREACHINGS OF NARADA MAHARSHI! | 


After Hariyashwas surrendered and pleaded him to answer those ten questions, Naradi maharshi 
started explaining - “ 1) The world’s end means, the gender body (linga shareera) which has been attached 
to this jeeva, from infinite time. How a bird comes out of the egg by breaking it and flies freely, similarly 
when the jeeva gets rid off this gender body and attains freeness, that itself is Salvation! 2) The entire 
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universe itself is the residence of Supreme God, who is independently responsible for all the activities of 
this universe. Without his presence, nothing else can exist. The right knowledge of this omnipresent God is 
very much necessary to obtain enlightenment. 


3) The hole, through which we cannot come back after entering, is nothing but God and salvation. As 
soon as the jeeva attains the lotus feet of Lord Narayana, it will never come back to this samsaara! 
4) Woman, who is involved in adultery means our own wit! It travels around all the attractive things like a 
prostitute. What are the duties that will help us to uproot ourselves? By understanding these 
responsibilities, we must try to control our wit. 5) We ourselves, are the husbands to this wit. If we follow 
a properly trained mind, then God will be incarnated in our hearts! Without his blessings, we cannot attain 
enlightenment. 6) This samsaara itself is a river, that travels in both the sides, i.e. birth and death. These 
two are continuously throwing us from one side to another side! As a result, we are not at all able to come 
out from this river! Only God’s knowledge will help us to come out of this! 7) This world itself is a place 
filled with twenty five amazing things! Great principles, the principle of egoism, wit, the mind, ten sense 
organs, the five tropics, the five elements and God - all these are the twenty five principles of this world. 


8) The swan, which tells a story is nothing but our ancient scriptures like Bhagavata, Mahabharata etc. 
These works guides us by giving the proper knowledge of God. 9) Sharply rotating wheel is nothing but this 
wheel of time, which is rotating from infinite time. We all have got trapped in this! 10) Our father is 


supreme God himself and his orders are nothing but Shaastras - 398 %,, Se weds 00D MWS O*; 


After hearing all these preachings, Hariyashwas developed more devotion towards God and with the 
intention of obtaining his complete blessings, they became monks and continued their spiritual journey. 
Later, ‘Shabalashwas’, the thousand sons of Daksha also followed the same path as their brothers. As a 
result, Daksha’s intention of continuing the creation couldn’t continue. Angered by the act of Narada 
maharshi, Daksha cursed him and further got sixty daughters from his wife Asikni and later married all of 
them to various Devatas and thus the process of creation continued. By understanding the importance of 
knowledge, we must utilise this precious life to earn more and more knowledge about God, to get his 
complete blessings.

Once, lord Devendra was busy along with his wife Shyamala devi, in the council hall. At the same time, 
the guru of suras, Brihaspati acharya came there. Even though he learnt about his guru’s arrival, Devendra 
neglected him by not showing him any respect. Even though the aptitude of Devendra is much more 
higher than that of Brihaspati acharya, he had to show his respects to him, as he was his guru. But because 
of egoism, Devendra did not do so.

Without the guidance from a guru, the suras failed to face the asuras in the battle, and 
finally got defeated at their hands. As a result, all the Devatas under the leadership of Devendra 
approached lord Brahmadeva, who insisted them to consider Vishwaroopa acharya as their guru.

As per the orders of Brahmadeva, all the devatas approached Vishwaroopa acharya and prayed him to 
become their guru. After refusing the oppurtunity initially, finally Vishwaroopa acharya accepted the post 
of guru of the devatas. He later preached the powerful mantra ‘Narayana kavacha’ to Devendra. Later, 
after regaining their strength by obtaining the blessings of Lord Narayana, all the suras attacked and 
defeated the asuras and got back all their wealth. 


Vishwaroopa acharya had three faces. From one face, he used to drink Somaras. From second face, he 
used to take food. Even though he was a knowledgeable man, through his third face, he used to consume 
Alcohol. On learning this evil act of his guru, even though he knew that it was a mistake, Devendra killed 
him, with the intention of preventing the Suras and the entire society from getting injustice. As a result of 
committing this brutual sin, he got Brahmahatya dosha, which he later distributed to the trees, water, 
Earth and women and later also blessed all of them with some boons. 


Initially for disrespecting his guru Brihaspatya acharya, Devendra along with all his followers, had to face 
all these difficult consequences. There is good saying - If god is angered on us, then a guru’s prayers can 
calm down him. But if a guru himself is angered on us, then even God will not calm him down. By 
understanding this importance of a gurus, we must always show our utmost respects to them, to obtain 
the blessings of God.

Because of wrongly chanting the vedamantras, 
instead of an asura who has the capacity to kill Devendra, an asura named ‘Vritrasura’, who would die at 
the hands of Devendra was born! The power of vedamantras is very immense, hence we must be highly 
awakened while chanting the same. Even a small mistake can lead to a huge disaster! 


The form of Vritrasura itself was very evil - He possessed Red hairs, arrow like fur, very dark fearful face 
etc. He began to conquer the entire world and also started frightening the Devatas. These devatas threw 
all their weapons on him to avoid him, but he swallowed all those weapons and continued troubling them. 
All the worried devatas approached supreme Lord Narayana and prayed him to help them get rid off this 
torture from Vritrasura. 


Dadichi rishi was a tapasvi, who would always think for the welfare of the society. He would 
continuously chant the powerful ‘Narayana kavacha’ mantra, as a result all his bones had become very 
strong! So, God ordered the devatas to prepare a weapon with these powerful bones of Dadichi rishi. As 
per the orders of God, all the devatas approached the rishi and narrated all the happenings. Kind hearted 
Dadichi rishi, who had sacrificed everything for doing penance, for the goodness of the society, readily 
accepted their request and decided to sacrifice his body. He said - “Qsomovsokee Daves 


W069, Bug eB, DowDovsSi....!! Others sadness is my own sadness. Others happiness itself is my happiness! One

On seeing the powerful 
Vajrayudha, all the asuras started running here and there, to escape from it. On seeing this, their leader 
Vritrasura stopped them and told them few motivational words to provoke them to fight the battle. Inspite 
of this, all the asuras fed away, without giving any heed to the words of their leader. 


Ultimately, Vritrasura, whose was very powerful and possessed scary form, single handedly attacked the 
Devatas and started to roar very loudly. On hearing the atrocious roaring of this asura, all the devatas 
including their leader Devendra got frightened and started throwing their weapons on him. But, Vritrasura 
started catching those weapons and began throwing back on them! As a result, along with many devatas, 
even Devendra’s elephant Airavata got hurt in this incident. Later Vritrasura started abusing Devendra and 


O God, i’m your servant! Let my mind think of you. Let my tongue start praising your qualities! Let my 
hands and legs start doing the work which will please you. Let this Devendra kill me and help me attain 
your feet! Apart from this, i don’t expect any other fruits like heaven, lordship etc. I’m very much eagerly 
waiting to see you! “ 


Even though he was an asura, Vritrasura in his previous birth was a king by name Chitraketu, who had 
got the preachings of Tattvagnaana by Narada maharshi. Because of mocking at looking at the complex 
posture of Lord Shiva and Goddess Parvati devi, he got a curse by Parvatidevi and was born as an asura. 
Only because of his earning the right knowledge in his previous lives, he could speak in this manner. On 
hearing these words from Vritrasura, even Devendra was stunned for some time. Later again the fight 
between them began. Devendra chipped off Vritrasura’s both the hands and the legs. Angered by this, 
Vritrasura opened his huge mouth and swallowed Devendra, who was possessing the Vajrayudha. On 
seeing this, all the devatas were shocked and started screaming. Devendra, with the special blessings of 
Lord Narayana he had obtained by chanting the Narayana kavcha and also with his yogic powers, cut open 
the huge stomach of the Vritrasura through his vajarayudha and came out of the same. Finally, on seeing 
the death of this Vritrasura, all the suras rejoiced happily and started praising their leader Devendra for 
doing this great work. 


From this story of Vritrasura, we can learn two things - 1) The knowledge we gain in this life does not 
stop after our death, it’ll goes on continuing in our future lives also. So, we must try to earn the proper 
knowledge of God, as much as possible in this precious life! 2) Only with the special blessings of Lord 
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Narayana, Devendra could kill the asura. So, to get rid off all the evil factors in and around us, we must try 
to obtain the special blessings of God, by serving him.

After hearing about the story of Vritrasura, King Parikshit questions Shukamuni - “ O muni, so far what 
i've heard from yourself is that Lord Vishnu is filled with infinite qualities and is completely void of any 
errors! But right now a doubt has arised. We all jeevas, who possess this naturistic body obviously 
possesses various natural characteristics like love, anger, partiality etc. But God who possesses a chinmaya 
form and is free from all this nature, appears as if he sometime acts like us only no ?! Like a rich man in this 
world, who shows much affection towards the people who suits his dignity and shows less care towards 
the poor people, God always shows more love and support towards the suras and help them defeat the 
asuras. If god is impartial, then why does he do this partiality between them? If god is free of all the errors 
and looks at everyone equally, then why is he doing like this? Please clarify me in this view. “ 


Sri Shukacharya answers him - “ O Parikshit, God is standing beyond all these selfishness, enemity, 
enviousness etc. Any praises or scoldings, has neutral effect on him. All the activities of this world are 
taking place only because of the influence of three qualities - Satva, Rajas and Tamas. If the influence of 
Satvaguna is more, obviously more and more good activities takes place in this world. If the influence of 
either Rajas or Tamas gunas are more, then everywhere we can see various evil acts like violence, friction 
etc. God, who is standing beyond all these qualities, controls them. All the suras are representatives of 
Satvaguna. As a result, God shows more love towards them. To help the growth of this satvaguna, God 
always supports the suras and help them defeat the asuras, who are the representatives of Rajasa and 
Tamasa gunas. Doing so, is the self created duty of God, so he does his duty which appears as though he is 
doing partiality. When you understand the intention of God, then the chances of doubt arising in this 
aspect, never appears! “ 


A patient suffering from stomach pain goes to the doctor. On thorough checkup, doctor comes to know 
about the extra growth of a flesh in the patient’s stomach. For the well being of the patient, the doctor has 
to inevitably operate and remove that flesh from the patient’s stomach. Various asuras like Ravana, 
Kumbhakarna, Hiranyakashipu etc. who give immense trouble to the good people and are like that extra 
flesh to this society. So for doing good for the society, god destroys all of them either directly by he himself 
incarnating in various forms or indirectly by supporting the suras. By understanding this immense kindness 
of supreme God on the entire mankind, we must earn his proper knowledge and develop devotion towards 
him!

However, Hiranyakashipu who was not satisfied by this, further with the evil intention of attacking even 
the supreme Lord Vishnu and all his servants, went to the forest to do penance and thereby to obtain the 
blessings of Lord Brahmadeva. His meditation was so furious that the entire universe got affected by its 
evil effects. All the wise men including all the suras got highly frightened by this act of Hiranyakashipu and 
approached Lord Brahmadeva and prayed him to help them get rid off this situation. As per all their 
prayers, lord Brahmadeva went to the place of Hiranyakashipu with the purpose of blessing him.

Finally, Lord Narasimha took him like catching a rat and sat on 
the threshold of the courtyard, to fullfill his devotee lord Brahmadeva’s boon of neither killing the asura, 
inside nor out. Such is the level of kindness of God, on his devotees! After placing him on his thighs, Lord 
Narasimha killed Hiranyakashipu by cut opening his chest, put his weed on himself in the form of garland 
and then took bath in the pool of blood! As a result, the environment of the entire universe became 
peaceful. 

All his devotees right from the angels to the rishi-munis offered their pranams to him. Lord Brahma 
started praising him with utmost devotion, but the furious form of God did not calm down. Other angels 
right from Lord Shiva to Kimpurusha also started praising the greatness of God. But still, they failed to 
console him. Goddess Lakshmidevi who possessed the infinite kindness and blessings of God on her, 
completely understood this act of her husband Lord Narasimha and thus did not turn up to console him. To 
create an illusion to the asuras, even she acted as if she was scared by seeing this fierceful form of her 
husband! Finally, after understanding the wish of God, Lord Brahmadeva told Prahallada - “ My child, God 
has taken this form because of your father. So, you should only console him now! “ On hearing this, 
Prahallada who was shedding tears of bliss on seeing this immense kindness of God on him, went towards 
him to offer his special prayers ! 

Hiranyakashipu is a representation of various evil factors like ignorance, excessive knowledge, lust, 
anger, envy etc. which are residing in us! Prahallada is a representation of right knowledge and pure 
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devotion. When we develop pure devotion in God by earning his proper knowledge and thinking of his 
immense kindness on us, then he’ll surely be pleased and incarnates in our hearts in the form of Lord 
Narasimha to destroy Hiranyakashipu and thus helps us to make this life an effective one!

We just make up and decorate 
ourselves to appear beautifully. Then automatically, our reflection in the mirror also appears beautiful. 
Similarly, we all ‘jeevas’ are the reflection of an image called ‘God’! When there is movement in the image, 
automatically the reflection moves.

There were two 
Gandharvas named ‘Haahaa’ and ‘Hoohoo’, who had the capacity to take their willing form and were also 
interested in making fun of others. For their enjoyment, one day they decided to make fun of a muni 
named ‘Devala’ who was doing meditation at the banks of river Ganga and thus took the forms of Elephant 
and Crocodile respectively. When the muni enter the river to take a dip, Hoohoo gandharva in the form of 
crocodile, who was residing inside the river scared the muni. To protect himself, when the muni came out 
from the river to the bank, Haahaa gandharva who had took the form of Elephant not only scared him, but 
also took him in his trunk and started playing with him! On learning about these extreme actions of the 
gandharvaas through his divine vision, muni who got angered on them cursed Hoohoo gandharva to 
become a crocodile and Haahaa gandharva to become a king and then an elephant. As a result, Haahaa 
gandharva became the king to Pandya Kingdom and was named as ‘Indradyumna’. After religiously ruling 
the kingdom for many years, he went to the forest to do penance. One day, when he was doing the pooja 
of God, Agasthya maharshi came to his place. Even after seeing him, Indradyumna purposefully neglected 
him and continued his pooja. On seeing this ignorance of the king, Agasthya maharshi cursed him to 
become an elephant and went away. 


In the midst of milky sea, there was a mountain named ‘Trikoota’. There, Indradyumna took birth as an 
elephant (Gajendra) in the forest and the hoohoo gandharva took birth as a crocodile in the near by lake. 
The elephant, which had become very strong by eating the eatables of the forest was happily enjoying 
along with his family in a nearby place called ‘Rutumat’. One day, because of excess sunlight, Gajendra got 
very strained and to quench his thirst, he went to the lake where the crocodile was residing, along with all 
his family and friends. After overcoming the thirst, Gajendra then started playing in the lake, along with 
other elephants. As per the curse of Devala muni, this situation became a turning point for both the 
Gandharvaas. The crocodile caught hold of Gajendra’s leg so tightly that, even none of his fellow elephants 
could help it to get out of the cluster of the crocodile. After struggling in the same situation for thousands 
of years, Gajendra because of doing good deeds in his previous lives, realised that other than supreme 
Lord Vishnu, none of them including his relatives, friends can help him to come out of this cluster of 
crocodile! As a result, with immense devotion he offered a lotus which had grown in that lake and started 
praying to Lord Narayana - wenookmedommdee pnsasoe.e..!!

3) Lord Vishnu not only exalted the Gajendra but also exalted crocodile, that too before the 
Gajendra himself! God not only blesses his true devotees, but also blesses those who sincerely surrender 
to his devotees!

On his way, he saw Lord Indra who was 
coming by his vehicle, the elephant named ‘Airavata’ and gave that God’s prasadam to him. Lord Indra 
because of his ignorance, instead of receiving the same with utmost respects, took it and put it on his 
vehicle Airavata, which threw that garland down and crushed it. Angered by seeing this neglecting act of 
Lord Indra, Durvasa muni cursed him - “Devendra, you have disrespected the prasadam of God by your 
ignorance! I’ll repress your position! May you lose all your wealth and even your lordship!” Frightened on 
hearing this, Lord Indra immediately realised his mistake and surrendered at the feet of Durvas muni, but 
the muni refused to forgive him - “Devendra, you have been repeating the same thing of doing the mistake 
and then repenting for the same!

When everyone stepped back on seeing this scary poison, Lord Vayu came front and not only drank 
and digested all the poison without any hesitation and protected the entire universe, but also showed that 
he can never have any effect of demon Kali on him! Later, kind hearted Lord Shiva also came forward to 
drink the poison and said - “Sw,ose Seed Bowes MoM: Boodeee wwex..!! In this world, when 


something bad happens to the good people, the hearts of saints melts off! Learning about other’s 
difficulties and praying the God for their welfare itself is God’s pooja! “ When the entire universe had been 
shaken on seeing this terrible poison, Lord Shiva came forward to drink the same so that the process of 
Samudra Manthan could be continued further, to obtain the Amrita. On seeing this kindness of Lord Shiva, 
Lord Vayu took a small portion of poison, thickened it and made it less effective and gave it to him. But 
when Lord Shiva tried to drink it, he couldn’t swallow the poison and thus it got stuck near his throat and 
Lord Shiva lost his concious! Because of this, he became famous as ‘Neelakhanta’. Later by God’s blessings, 
he regained his conciousness. 


Again when the process of Samudra manthan continued, various things like a horse named 
‘Ucchaishravas’, an elephant named ‘Airavata’, various weapons of the suras, ornaments, Parijata tree, 
Apsara women, etc. came out! All the devatas happily received them. When the process further continued, 
Goddess Lakshmidevi came out. On seeing their mother, all the suras offered their pranams and prayers to 
her. But the evil minded asuras, on seeing the unparallel beauty of Goddess Lakhsmidevi got attracted 
towards her because of illusion and came forward to marry her! But, supreme Goddess Lakshmidevi who 
was possessing a garland then started seeing the errors in each and everyone present there. On realising 
that everyone possessed one or the other errors, she finally decided that Swaramana Lord Narayana, who 
is free of all the errors is the only one who is ‘supreme’ and thus by garlanding him, she married her. 
Frankly speaking, there is no separation of Lord Vishnu and Goddess Lakshmidevi, even in the doom 
period. Lakshmidevi acted so, just to show the world the greatness of her husband Lord Narayana, by 
justifying that all others possessed one or the other errors! By understanding this greatness of the entire 
world’s father-mother, Lord Vishnu and Goddess Lakshmidevi, we must offer our prayers to them!

To give the Amrita to his devotees the suras, Lord Vishnu himself bought this 
Amrita filled with various ayurvedic medicines of highest level and by giving it to the Devatas, he has not 
only blessed them alone but also has protected the entire mankind. Thus by giving the Amrita to the 
Devatas, various forms of medicines equivalent to Amrita to the humans and salvation to the wise men, 
Lord Dhanvantari has shown his immense kindness! 


As soon as Lord Dhanvantari bought the Amrita, all the asuras neglected the suras and went forward to 
get that amrita by snatching that kalasha from God himself!

Like how this mixture is put in the fire to extract the pure Gold, all these 
jeevas must also be put in the fire called ‘God’, to extract its’ Satvik nature! When we get in contact with 
God by involving ourselves in doing various good deeds, spiritual rituals, earning his knowledge etc., then 
like a pure Gold extracted from the fire, we jeevas too will be able to shine by getting rid off all our sins! 
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We everyday cleanse the utensils, wash the clothes to keep it clean and fresh. Even if it is not done for a 
single day, dust gets accumulated and makes the entire environment shabby!

As 
informed earlier by his father, Nabhaga reminded the mantras when the rutvijas forgot the same during 
the yaga. All the rutvijas who became very happy by this, gave all the remaining materials to Nabhaga and 
left the place. Happily receiving all those materials when Nabhaga decided to go back to his father, a black 
coloured man came there and told him that all those materials belonged to him. When Nabhaga told him 
that the rutvijas had given them to him, that black man told him to ask his father about this. Nabhaga 
sincerely came back to his father and informed him about all the happenings. On hearing this, Vaivasvata 
manu offered his pranams to that black guy and told his son Nabhaga - “My son, he is none other than 
Lord Shiva himself!

and completed his parane. 


When Durvasa muni came back and learnt about this, he got very angered on Ambarisha and started 
scolding him - “O bad king! Have you developed ego because of your wealth? You have disrespected the 
guest by thinking that you are a great devotee of Lord Vishnu. I’ll teach you a lesson!” Saying so, he created 
a devil through his hair and ordered it to attack Ambarisha, who was devotedly offering his pranams to 
supreme Lord Narayana. Even when the devil which was possessing a sword came near him to attack him, 
Ambarisha was firmly sitting by thinking about God! Pleased by the devotion of this king, kind hearted God 
Lord Narayana sent his weapon ‘Sudarshana chakra’ to protect his devotee! This powerful chakra not only 
destroyed the evil but also attacked Durvasa muni for showing anger on the true devotee of God.

When the child was born, immediately Lord Varunadeva appeared in front of Harischandra and asked 
him to keep up his word by offering him his child. Harischandra who just wanted a excuse to escape from 
this situation, replied - “Just now the child has born! So the first ten days are unfit for donating, i’ll hand 
over the child after this period.” After ten days when all the rituals were completed, Lord Varunadeva 
again approached Harischandra. Now Harischandra replied - “Still teeth has not come to my child, as soon 
as it grows i’ll give him to you!” After the first tooth grown, when Lord Varunadeva approached 
Harischandra, he again gave an excuse - “This tooth is a temporary one, when it falls and the permanent 
teeth grows, i’ll handover him to you!”

As Harischandra failed 
to keep up his words, Lord Varunadeva’s disfavour had fallen on him and thus he started suffering from the 
waterborne disease. Learning about this, Rohitashwa rushed back to his house and decided to fulfill his 
father’s words. He gave hundred cows to Ajeegartha rushi and bought his second son Shunashegha in 
return and told his father Harischandra - “Instead of me, offer him as a sacrifice to Lord Varunadeva and 
thus fulfill your words!” 


When Shunashegha was being taken for the sacrifice, he approached Vishwamitra muni to rescue him 
from this situation. Kind hearted Vishwamitra muni gave an upadesha of a mantra to him. When he 
devotedly offered his prayers and pleased the Devatas, they all assured their protection to him.

On seeing Lord Kapila, 
he offered his pranams and devotedly prayed - “O lord! Ignorant people can never see you. Even wise men 
cannot learn fully about your greatness! For the sake of spreading right knowledge only, you have taken 
this form. Unknowingly my forefathers have done a mistake! Kindly forgive them!” Kind hearted God, who 
was pleased by these prayers, gave back the Yagnashwa to Amshumanta and also guided him - “These sixty 
thousand sons of Sagara will attain Sadgati when river Ganga flows over their ashes!”

2) Earlier he had upheld his devotee 
Ahalyadevi who was lying like a stone, then later he punished evil minded asuri Shoorpanaki. By doing so, 
he indicated that his incarnation’s main purpose was protecting the good people and destroying the bad 
people. 3) Asura Ravana abducted Sitadevi. While searching for her, even various other creatures like birds 
(Jatayu), trees etc. supported him. This indicated that those who follows the path of justice will get 
support from everyone.

fasting, when Varunadeva neglected to give him the way, he took his arrow and aimed at the ocean. 
Immediately Varunadeva realising his mistake apologised to him and gave way. This act of Ramachandra 
indicated that his first preference would be forgiveness, when it was ignored by Varunadeva, then he 
decided to punish him. 5) With the blessings of Sri Ramachandra, Hanuman along with Angada, 
Jambavanta and other monkeys built the bridge and thus helped all the monkeys to cross the ocean. We 
all are monkeys who are experiencing sadness because of thinking that these worldly pleasures itself are 
permanent. By this act, Sri Ramachandra indicated that to get over this ocean of samsara, we need to 
follow the foot steps shown by our gurus right from Vishwaguru Acharya Madhwa, who is none other 
than the third incarnation of Lord Hanuman himself. 6) First, Sri Ramachandra himself had taken infinite 
forms and single handedly destroyed fourteen thousand asuras who were giving immense troubles to the 
rishis.

But when the kings themselves started giving trouble to their citizens, kind hearted 
Lord Narayana himself incarnated as Lord Parashurama as the son of Jamadagni rishi and Renuka devi and 
fought a huge battle against all the evil kings! When the kings started ruling their kingdom in a lawless way, 
for the good of the citizens, Lord Parashurama started attacking them. He chipped off thousands of hands 
and legs of king Kartaveeryarjuna through his axe and brought back the cows to his ashram. Angered by 
this action of Lord Parashurama, the sons of Kartaveeryarjuna came to the ashrama of Jamadagni rishi 
when Lord Parashurama was not there and killed the rishi by cutting off his head! Shocked on seeing this, 
when Renukadevi shouted, Lord Parashurama immediately appeared there.

He consumes all the milk and curd according to his 
satisfaction and later distributes the remaining portions to the cats. When we try to hide the vessels filled 
with milk and curds, he breaks them by throwing stones! When he gets nothing to eat, he gets angry on 
everybody and runs away after teasing the small children in our houses. When we tie him to a stone, he 
draws the stone itself and moves!“ In this manner, the complaints on Krishna would never end. While the 
Gopikas enjoyed by looking at all these actions of Sri Krishna, his mother would enjoy by hearing those 
complaints about him by all of them. Such was the attractive nature of Lord Krishna! 

Sri Krishna would regularly steal and eat the butter from everyone’s house. By doing so, he indicated 
that Lord Vayu is his most favourite devotee! (Lord Vayu is the abhimani devata for butter) One day, when 
Krishna purposefully ate the mud instead of butter, all his friends ran to his mother and complained to her 
about this action of his. Yashoda on seeing Krishna who was acting as if he was afraid of her, scolded him 
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and told him to open his mouth. But Krishna kept on telling her that he had not ate the mud - “aeaso 
eps Sssow02 !

After fighting for a long time, when 
tired asura found no other way, he let the powerful Brahmastra on Krishna. Kind hearted Lord Krishna, 
with the intention of uphelding his devotee Lord Brahmadeva’s greatness, purposefully acted as if became 
unconciousness! Immediately Satyabhamadevi entered the battle field and not only attacked the 
Narakasura fiercely, but also ultimately killed him by joining hands with her husband! Mother of 
Narakasura who became very happy by this act of Lord Krishna and Satyabhamadevi killing her evil son, 
offered her prayers - “Sadwe prase By,0 Domodesood Day sse..!! O lord! I’m not at all worried by 


the death of my cruel son, protection of the Dharma is of utmost important to me!“ Later, she not only 
returned back the Karna Kundalas and Vaijayanti mala of Aditi devi, which were abducted by Narakasura, 
at the feet of Lord Krishna but also submitted the son of Narakasura, Bhagadatta to Krishna. Lord Krishna 
who is king of all the fourteen worlds, who could have himself become the king instead appointed 
Bhagadatta as the king of Pragjotishapura and indicated that his incarnation’s main purpose was to 
destroy the evil powers and not ruling the kingdom! 


We all celebrate the festival of Deepavali in a grand manner. We must understand the purpose behind 
this celebration - We are really proud of our nation because of its various cultures and traditions. Women 
possess higher positions in our country. When Narakasura had abducted thousands of princesses of 
various kingdoms with the intention of manipulating them, Lord Krishna killed him and not only rescued 
them but also gave shelter to them by marrying all of them, when they all surrendered at his feet! By doing 
so, Lord Krishna himself highlighted the importance of level of respect women deserve in the society. If we 
properly understand this and celebrate the festival, then it would be really an effective one! 


By this incident of Krishna killing Narakasura, he has given us few messages - 1) The military force of 
Mura itself was so strong that no one could easily penetrate out of it. Krishna entered the kingdom of 
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Pragjotishipura and defeated them easily. Similarly the bondage created by the worldly matters is much 
more stronger than that of Mura’s military force. Only when God enters our heart and shower his blessings 
on us, we can get out this samsara and attain Salavation! 2) Satyabhamadevi, who is the representation of 
the Vedas, joined hands with Lord Krsihna and killed Narakasura who is the representation of all the evil 
forces. By doing so, they have indicated that only when we earn the proper knowledge of God as 
described by the infinite Vedas and other ancient scriptures, we’ll be able to destroy all the evil forces 
residing inside us!

After killing Narakasura, Lord Krishna along with Satyabhamadevi went to the place of Lord Devendra 
and gave back the Karna kundalas and Vaijayanti mala given by mother of Narakasura, to Aditidevi.

On seeing this, Devendra ignorantly stopped them and protested to give that precious tree to them. Even 
all other Devatas joined the hands of Devendra and waged war against supreme Lord Krishna himself! As 
soon as Krishna made a huge sound using his Bow, all of them lost their conciousness and fell down. They 
were all completely covered by heap of arrows within a short period of time! Immediately after regaining 
their conciousness, all of them regretted for their mistake of displaying their ego in front of Lord Krishna 
himself and surrendered themselves at his feet. On seeing Satyabhamadevi laughing at them for their 
ignorance behaviour, Devendra not only immensely offered his prayers to both of them and prayed them 
to forgive the mistake done by all of them, but also completely surrendered and offered all his wealth to 
them! 


Meanwhile, the son of Vasudeva and Sutanu, Poundrakavasudeva who was very evil by nature, through 
his ignorance had developed immense enmity on Lord Krishna to such a level that he had thought himself 
as God! With the intention of becoming famous, he along with his army attacked the kingdom of Mathura 
overnight when Krishna was not there. But unfortunately, he had to return back empty handed after 
facing the defeat at the hands of Balarama and other Yadavas! Later, he foolishly sent a message to Lord 
Krishna through his servants - “You must remove your name Vasudeva, also you must not use the Srivatsa 
sign, Koustubha hara and Garuda as your vehicle in future!” Laughing at hearing this, Lord Krishna along 
with all the Yadavas himself attacked Poundrakavasudeva, who had made a non living golden Garuda as 
his vehicle and possessed fake weapons of Shanka, chakra, Gada and Padma and had even burnt his 
Vakshasthala to show off that he too possessed the sign of Srivatsa. By reflecting himself as if he was 
Supreme God himself, he attacked Lord Krishna and later not only got defeated but also got killed by him! 


One of the son’s of king Bali, Banasura who was the king of Shonitapura had become very egoistic and 
powerful with the blessings of Lord Shiva. His daughter Ushe had developed immense love on Aniruddha, 
who was the son of Pradyumna and grandson of Krishna. Using mysterious ways, Ushe had got Aniruddha 
near her with the help of her friend. On learning about this love affair, Banasura mistook Aniruddha 
himself as the culprit and ordered his servants to kill him. On learning about the all these happenings from 
Narada Maharshi, Krishna along with all the Yadavas themselves attacked the army of Banasura. Lord Shiva 
who had developed ignorance, along with all his servants joined the party of Banasura and started fighting 
against the Yadavas! After a fierce battle, Lord Krishna not only easily defeated Lord Shiva but also cut the 
thousands of hands of Banasura and made him very weak. Lord Shiva who could not withstand further on 
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seeing the miserable condition of his devotee Banasura, got back his senses and surrendered at the feet of 
Lord Krishna and also offered his prayers to him. Pleased by this, kind hearted Lord Krishna not only 
blessed Banasura, who was the greater grandson of Prahallada, but also accepted him as his devotee! 
Later the marriage of Aniruddha and Ushe happened in a grand manner. 


From all these incidents of teaching lessons to his devotees the Devatas, Lord Shiva and Banasura and 
then killing the evil Poundrakavasudeva, Lord Krishna has highlighted that one who develops ego and one 
who reflects himself as God will never be spared by him. By understanding the supremacy of God and our 
wickedness, we must sincerely surrender at his feet to obtain his blessings!

| THE FAMOUS RAJASUYA YAGA ! | 


Srimad Bhagavata has beautifully described the daily routine of Lord Krishna - 29 TS, € DBoDOS eer 
evSe,000..I! Supreme God who is free from all the ritual and prohibitions, himself followed his daily rituals 


of waking up in the Brahmi Muhurta, doing Sandhyavandana, penance and pooja of himself etc., with the 
intention of guiding all the people! When kind hearted god himself has shown us the path by which he’ll 
be pleased, we must try to follow it as much as possible to obtain his blessings. One day, when Krishna was 
sitting in a meeting at his palace, a man came and informed him - “Lord Krishna, i’m a representative of 
Ten thousand kings who are jailed by Jarasandha. He has cruelly put them in his prisons and torturing 
them immensely. Also he has planned to sacrifice all of them in his Yaga which is being done to please Lord 
Shiva! Only you are capable of rescuing all those kings from this asura!” At the same time, Narada 
Maharshi came to the palace of Krishna and informed him about the invitation related to Rajasuya yaga, 
sent by Dharmaraja to him. 

When Krishna entered Indraprastha, all the Pandavas grandly invited him and after offering their 
pranams and prayers to him, Dharmaraja told him- “For the welfare of everyone, i’ve decided to please you 
by doing the Rajasuya Yaga! For this, your blessings and guidance are very much necessary for us.“ Lord 
Krishna on hearing this, replied to him - “Yudhishtira! | heartfully welcome your purpose of doing this yaga. 
There is no selfishness involved in this, but without the killing of Jarasandha, this yaga cannot be started.” 
Jarasandha was so strong that there was no one equal or greater than him, except Bheemasena. When 
Dharmaraja initially refused to send his brother to fight against the asura, Bheemasena himself came 
forward and bravely said - “@Wo weomwran, do Homop,soes 0008,83..!! With our sincere efforts and 


God’s blessings, we can achieve anything in our life, according to our aptitude! We have God’s blessings 
with us, now with our efforts we can surely earn all the wealth.” After convincing Dharmaraja, Krishna took 
both Bheemasena and Arjuna along with him to the kingdom of Jarasandha. All the three took the form of 
a brahmin and entered the palace of Jarasandha. When Jarasandha approached them, Krishna introduced 
about themselves and ordered him to release all the thousands of Kings. When Jarasandha refused to do 
so and decided to fight with Bheemasena, fierce battle took place between them in which he ultimately 
got killed by Bhima! Later Krishna throned the son of Jarasandha, Sahadeva as the king of Magadha and 
released all the ten thousand kings and further made all the arrangements to them. 

After this victory, all the three returned to Indraprasta where Rajasuya Yaga started in a grand manner. 
The level of greatness was so high that Lord Krishna himself not only was washing the feet of all the wise 
men who were attending the Yaga but also was removing all the leaves after all of them had their food! 
Even though he was supreme God himself, Lord Krishna did all this and highlighted his kindness on his true 
Devotees, the Pandavas! When Bheeshmacharya, who had the right knowledge about Lord Krishna, 
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suggested his name for receiving the Agrapooja, evil minded Shishupala opposed the decision citing the 
reason that Krishna was not a God but just a Gopalaka and started reproaching him unnecessarily. When 
this exceeded the level that was promised to the mother of Shishupala by him, Lord Krishna immediately 
killed him through his Sudarshana Chakara! Later all the Pandavas along with all other wise men, praised 
the unparallel Greatness of Lord Krishna and did the Agrapooja to him. All the rituals like donation of 
wealth, food distribution, preachings of God etc. were done in the highest level by the Pandavas. In this 
manner, the Rajasuya yaga concluded gloriously. After immensely blessing the Pandavas and later killing 
the asuras named Salva and Dantavakra, Krishna went back to Dwaraka.

| THE ESSENCE OF SHRUTI GEETA ! | 


After hearing about the beautiful story of Lord Krishna’s incarnation, King Parikshita questioned 
Shukamuni - “How have all the Shrutis have described the greatness of supreme Lord Vishnu?” This 
question has been asked from very long time. The Son of Lord Brahma, Sunandas has answered to this 
question by describing the Shruti Gita - God can never be completely understood by anyone! We must 
understand each and everything related to God properly! 

Srimadbhagavata highly condemns one : who earns improper knowledge about God and thinks himself 


If one thinks himself as God, that is the most scandalous thing which is equal to killing god himself! Killing 
God means earning the improper knowledge of God itself. Discussing about God, with half knowledge itself 
is like murdering him. Those who does so, will neither enjoy the good fruits in this world as well as in other 
worlds, after Death. Also, one who does enmity even in the true devotees of God, will also face 
decadence! One should never think about God with the intention of doing business in his name or getting 
some temporary fruits. By earning his proper knowledge and developing pure love towards him, one 
should do devotion in God! 

Like how all the cows are drawn by tying them to a rope, Supreme Lord Vishnu who is solely 
responsible for the creation, destruction and all other activities of this world, controls each and every 
element of this universe, right from all the Devatas. In olden days, all the businessmen would travel around 
everywhere through boats, by taking all their wealth in those boats itself. But, without a proper sailor they 
would never be assured of neither their safety nor their wealth’s safety! Similar is our situation, where we 
have filled our boat called ‘Life’ with various attractive temporary things like family, house, wealth etc. This 
boat, which is sailing in the ocean of Samsara is being continuously attacked by various enemies like Lust, 
anger, enviousness etc. Only with the proper guidance from our Gurus, we can get rid off this samsara and 
reach our main goal of attaining salvation! 

Further, this Gita describes some more beautiful messages - Like a friend, God himself is residing inside 
our hearts from infinite time. But we are so misfortune to be totally unaware of this real fact! As a result, 
instead of trying to see God in ourselves itself, we are searching for him everywhere. A jeeva who is 
basically a reflection of an image called ‘God’ himself, is very pure in its nature. But because of influence of 
various worldly matters, its original nature has been completely hidden! To overcome this ignorance and 
remain detached in this worldly matters to escape from the effects of various sins which are done in each 
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and every moment of our life, a jeeva must take refuge under a guide called ‘Vedas’ and follow the path 
shown by them, to obtain the blessings of God!

| THE BHAGAVATA DHARMA! | 


Srimad Bhagavata has further described about various Dharmas which should be implemented by the 
true devotees of God, to please him. We’ll just have a brief look into it - One who constantly thinks of God 
will never be afraid of anything. He must have a very firm belief that God surely protects him. This itself is 
the utmost Bhagavata Dharma! Lord Vishnu is highly termed as ‘Vishwatma’, which indicates that he is the 
one who is present in the Sky, Wind, Fire, Water, Earth etc,. By not thinking that he is present only in the 
idols of temples, one must try to see the omnipresent God everywhere and worship him to get his 
blessings. There are three kinds of Devotees - One who sees God everywhere and worships him is termed 
as ‘Bhagavatottama’ or the highest level devotee. One who does devotion in God and his devotees and 
shows disregard in haters and fails to show kindness on the needy, is termed as a ‘mediate devotee’. One 
who fails to see God, neither in the devotees of God nor everywhere and sees him only in idols and later 
forgets about him is termed as the ‘devotee of lowest level’! 


Further guiding the knowledge seekers, Lord Vedavyasa says - “SSeSae Dot essono esc? Borio 
@% Mo@ve..!! Even while physically living with all the worldly matters around ourselves, we must try not to 


develop over attachment over them, and instead develop detachment over them and attach ourselves to 
the God, who is present in them!” Srimad Bhagavata has never told us to sacrifice all the worldly matters 
and go to the forest! It has only told us to take control over our minds so that, it would not get attached 
towards these worldly pleasures! The term ‘Vairagya’ or sacrifice is not at all defined as leaving everything 
and going to forest to do penance. The exact meaning of it is that our minds should not become a slave to 
the desires that arise because of worldly pleasures! We generally show our immense love only on our 
beloved ones, our things like house, car etc. Even if we show a portion of such love towards God, we can 
surely attain salvation! But because of being jailed in this samsara, we not only fail to think about God but 
also fail to thank him for his immense kindness on us! Such is our tragedy! 


To highlight very few other important Bhagavata Dharmas - 1) Satsangaha - Company of the wise 
people. 2) Shouchaha - Not expecting any fruits while doing our Karmas. 3) Tapas - Controlling our mind 
from the forbidden Karmas. 4) Titikshaha - Controlling the mind to remain unaffected even in the situation 
of sorrow. 5) Mounaha - Restricting our talks about worldly matters and speaking more about Supreme 
Lord Narayana’s greatness! 6) Swadhyayaha - Earning the proper knowledge of God as described in the 
Vedas and other ancient scriptures. 7) Arjavaha - Maintaining uniformity in one’s mind, speech and work. 
8) Brahmacharyaha - Constantly thinking of God by developing detachment towards evil worldly matters 
which further pushes us inside the samsara. 8) Sarvatraatmeshwaraanveekshaha - Seeing the ‘Atma and 
Ishwar’ forms of God in all the jeevas. 9) Kaivalyaha - Thinking that God does not possess any attachment 
with the worldly matters. 10) Vivaktam Shiksheth - The thought of difference between God and Jeeva. 
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11) Cheeravasanaha - The thought of facing everything with this body itself, that God grants us according 
to our previous karmas. 12) Paraarthehaha - Developing a wide mindset of doing Sadhane along with 
encouraging and supporting others also to do the Sadhane. 13) Santosham yena kenachith - Satisfied with 
whatever fruits God grants us according to our Karmas and efforts. 14) Sathyaha - Doing and wishing good 
to all the creatures of this universe. 15) Manovakkayadandaha - This precious human body granted by god 
to us should be properly utilized to please him by - Mind and speech to chant the prayers praising his 
greatness, hands and legs to do his various kinds of pooja, ears to hear about his greatness as described in 
scriptures, etc. and finally completely surrendering at his feet! By understanding all this, we must develop 
immense devotion in God to obtain his blessings!

From each one of them, 
i’ve learnt a lesson!“ 

Saying so, he has briefly described about what all things he has learnt from all of them, to King Yadu - 
1) Mother Earth - The quality of Forgiveness! 2) Wind - The quality of Detachment from the external 
situations! 3) Sky - The quality of not losing our own nature! 4) Water - The quality of maintaining a clean 
mind always! 5) Fire - The quality of remaining unaffected by either good or bad information we receive! 
6) Moon - The knowledge of difference between a Jeeva and the body! 7) Sun - The quality of selflessness! 
8) Pigeon - The quality of doing our duty without falling for any illusion! 9) Python - The quality of not 
putting efforts to earn the bread and living with whatever food we get! 10) Ocean - The quality of 
remaining unaffected by either situations of happiness or sadness! 11) Moth - The quality of not getting 
attracted towards the worldly pleasures! 12) Honeybee - The quality of not accumulating excess wealth! 
13) Elephant - The quality of not misbehaving in the matter of women! 14) Hunter - The thought of getting 
the material comforts without putting much efforts! 15) Deer - The quality of controlling our sense organs 
(Ears)! 16) Fish - The quality of controlling sense organs (Mouth) 17) Pingala (A prostitute) - The quality of 
controlling the bad desires! 18) Bird - The quality of not desiring other’s properties! 19) Child - The quality 
of not thinking too much about praising or disgracing! 20) Bride - The quality of being single instead of 
developing company with bad people! 21) Archer - The quality of focussing the mind on a single matter! 
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22) Snake - The quality of not striving hard to earn temporary worldly pleasures! 23) Spider - The thought 
of God who creates this universe and then puts it into his stomach itself! 24) Barn worm - The quality of 
constantly thinking of greatness of supreme Lord Vishnu! 
By understanding all these lessons, we must try to implement them as much as possible to obtain the 
blessings of God and utilize this precious life to the fullest by not thinking about unnecessary things!

After describing the Avadhoota Gita, Srimad Bhagavata has upheld the greatness of ‘Prana Tattva’. 
When Uddhava asked Lord Krishna to tell him about his favourite facts, Krishna replied - “....203% 


B0aT,HosIT Seohe Ds, ,Rva,covo DOH, S, !! Mukhyaprana (Lord Vayu) is the greatest among all 


the Devatas! This fact itself is very much liked to me! “ All the Devatas right from Lord Rudra is the 
subordinates of Lord Vishnu through Lord Vayu himself, who resides in each and every living being and 
controls all the activities as per the orders of supreme Lord Vishnu! Lord Vayu himself has incarnated on 
this Earth in three forms to serve different incarnations of Lord Vishnu himself : Hanuman in Tretayuga to 
serve Lord Ramachandra, Bheemasena in Dwaparayuga to serve Lord Krishna and finally as Vishwaguru 
Acharya Madhwa in Kaliyuga to serve Lord Vedavyasa! We should be very proud for having got Acharya 
Madhwa himself as our moola Guru! So we must try to lead a life as shown by him as well as his utmost 
devotees (Devatas) who also incarnated on this Earth to mainly serve him, and make this precious life an 
effective one! 

Further explaining the importance of Bhakti to Uddhava, Krishna has guided us to follow these nine 
qualities in our life, which are mainly controlled by the Satvaguna - The Vedas, Yagna, country, time, 
Karma, Birth, meditation, Mantras and Samskaras! Various forms of Yogas like Sankhyayoga, Svadhyaya, 
penance, sacrifice etc. have all gained importance only because of Bhakti! When Udhhava did not get 
satisfied inspite of hearing all this and further wished to get some more preachings from him, Lord Krishna 


explained to him about his Vibhooti forms, Varnashrama Dharmas, etc. and finally says - “exp Oe 
Honsssoesoe sive we Semon? dese ss7oew..!! A knowledgeable man is the one, whom i like the 


(Ke 


most! Through his right knowledge itself, he has wore me in his heart 

Then various forms of Karmas are explained - Mainly there are two forms of Karmas : Pravrutta Karma 
and Nivrutta Karma. The Karma which is done with the expectation of fruits itself is a Pravrutta karma 
while the Nivrutta karma is a one which is done without any expectations! This concept is further explained 
by an example - We know both the birds, a swan and an hawk. The hawk in search of food, always goes to 
a place where all the garbage is dumped. Like how these hawks always desire for bad things like flesh of 
animals, etc., the Karmas which are done with the intention of satisfying the bad desires are termed as 
‘Pravrutta Karmas’. Ignorant people always involve themselves in doing such karmas! While, the swan 
always wishes to live in a place filled with clean water and always wanders and searches for its food inside 
that pond itself! In the same way, the wise men always wish to do those karmas by which flawless 
supreme Lord Vishnu would be pleased. Such Karmas are termed as ‘nivrutta karmas’. 

We all ignorant people show negligence towards God and involve ourselves in the worldly matters. But 
the wise men, who would have earned the proper knowledge of God by his blessings, neglect all the 
worldly matters and always think of God! Thinking that this body is just like any other machine, they just 
consume small amount of food which would be sufficient to do the Karmas that would please God. They 
completely forget about the worldly happenings and float in the ocean called ‘Devotion of God’! Such is 
the power of knowledge of God! By understanding the importance of Nivrutta Karma and devotion of God, 
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we must try to earn the proper knowledge of God to implement all these in our lives, to make it an 
effective one!

| THE IMPORTANCE OF NISHKAMA KARMA! | 


After explaining about the types of Karmas, kind hearted Lord Krishna further answers various 
questions of Uddhava and describes in detail about various qualities - 1)Yama - Non-violence, Truth, 
Brahmacharya, etc. should be always implemented irrespective of the time. This itself is the ‘Yama’. 
2) Niyama - Rituals like Sandhyavandana, fasting, meditation, etc. should always be followed in a particular 
time as described by the scriptures. This itself is the ‘Niyama’. 3) Shama - Constant thinking of supreme 
Lord Vishnu itself is ‘Shama’. 4) Dama - Controlling our own sense organs itself is ‘Dama’. 5) Titiksha - The 
state of remaining constant by not getting affected by the situation of sadness itself is ‘Titiksha’. 6) Dhruti - 
Sensory suppression itself is termed as ‘Dhruti’ or Courage. 7) Dana - Not hurting or giving trouble to 
others itself is termed as ‘Dana’. 8) Tapas - The state of not wishing for the bad desires itself is ‘Tapas’. 
9) Shourya - Winning one’s own mind by taking control over it, itself is ‘Shourya’. 10) Dakshina - Preaching 
the knowledge earned to the knowledge seekers itself is the ‘Dakshina’ : WE fo we HHoweEDs..!! 12) Vidya 


- The firm knowledge of God’s supremeness itself is the real education or ‘Vidya’. 13) Hree - Feeling shy to 
do those Karmas which are not described in the scriptures, itself is ‘Hree’. 

14) Sorrow - Wishing the worldly pleasures itself is ‘sorrow’. 15) Scholar - One who properly learns 
about the drawbacks of worldly matters and then leads the life with the knowledge of God himself is a 
‘Scholar’. 16) Fool - One who develops over attachment in the worldly matters himself is a ‘Fool’. 
17) Right path - The Vedas which upheld the greatness of Supreme Lord Narayana, itself is a Path. 
18) Heaven - Cultivating the Satvaguna itself is a ‘heaven’. 19) Hell - Growing the ignorance itself is a hell. 
20) Relation - Supreme Lord Krishna himself is our real ‘relative’. 21) House - Our own body itself is a 
‘house’. 22) Wealth - Possessing the qualities of devotion in God and other related things itself is the real 
‘wealth’. 23) Poor - One who does not have satisfaction of enjoying the worldly pleasures, himself is a 
‘wretched’ one. 24) Jipuna - One who does not have control over senses himself is a ‘Jipuna’. 25) Ishwara - 
One who does not show interest in worldly matters, himself is a ‘Ishwara’. 26) Servant - One who has 
become slave to all the worldly pleasures, himself is a ‘servant’. 

After explaining all these facts beautifully, Krishna tells Uddhava - “How much ever we speak about the 
right and wrong things, the list can never end! So remember one thing : Instead of thinking about the 
qualities and errors of various forms of Karmas, one must always indulge himself in doing Karmas which 
are assigned to him, with the thought of me always! This is the only quality which is expected by me from 
your side! Leaving this itself is the greatest error!” Further, Sri Krishna tells - “One who does all the Karmas 
only with the thought of worldly matters and not with the intention of pleasing me, will surely become a 
victim for disaster. When seen superficially, the fruits described by all the Vedas appears to be only 
heavenly things. But when the meanings are properly understood, it’ll be very clear that the main fruits of 
the Vedas is ‘Salvation’ itself! All the foolish and ignorant people misunderstand the meanings of these 
Vedas and indulge themselves in the Karmas which will give them only temporary fruits of worldly 
pleasures! But a wise man, who properly analyses the drawbacks of the worldly pleasures tries to 
understand the real meanings of those Vedas and then involves himself in doing the Karmas only with the 
intention of pleasing me!” By understanding all these aspects of Nishkama Karma and other facts, we 
must always sincerely try to implement them in our lives to obtain the blessings of God!

| LORD KRISHNA’S MAHAPRASTHANA ! | 


After explaining about the importance of various qualities and Nishkama Karma to Uddhava, Lord 
Krishna explains the concept of a sajjana, by describing a beautiful story - “A brahmin who had faced lot of 
hurdles in his earlier stages of life to earn the wealth, later after realising about the drawbacks of all these 
worldly pleasures, took sanayasa. After learning about the greatness of the moralities of this precious 
human life through his experience, he gave a wonderful message to the mankind : ‘Wa0d00 wavee sve 


MHD esd..!! None of the people around me is responsible for both my happiness and sadness! 


Neither the Devatas nor the Navagrahas nor this body is responsible for the same. My mind itself is solely 
responsible for all the happiness or sorrow we experience! So whatever good things are done in this life is 
only because of getting the control of our mind!’“ In this manner, the Bhikshu (Sanyasi) has given many 
more amazing messages to the mankind which is famously termed as ‘Bhikshu Gita’. 

Further, Lord Krishna throws light on the concept of Gunatrayas: Satva, Rajas and Tamas - Always 
thinking of God, doing all the karmas with the sole intention of pleasing him, etc. are the features of one 
who possess the Satvaguna. Involving in the thought of both God as well as worldly matters, doing karmas 
with the intention of getting some temporary fruits, etc. are some features of a person who possess 
Rajoguna. Practising Adharma, always thinking bad for others, possessing selfish mind, etc. are some of the 
features of one who possess the Tamoguna! By understanding all this, we must try to develop Satvaguna 
as much as possible by doing all our karmas with the thought of God, so that he’Il be pleased with us. 

Then, to give an example of a person who would have completely involved himself only in the worldly 
matters, Sri Krishna describes a story of King Puroorava : “On getting attracted towards the beautiful form 
of an apsara named Urvashi, King Puroorava completely lost his conciousness and started following her 
everywhere. Even after spending many years with her, when his desire couldn’t be satisfied, the king self 
reviewed about his life and gave a wonderful message - ‘The knowledge, penance, sacrifice etc. everything 
goes wasted for one, who’s mind is in the possession of an woman! After our death, all our bodies will 
either be eaten by the insects or become ashes after burning. But, even after knowing that this body is 
very temporary, we go on wasting our time of this precious human life by trying to satisfy the desires that 
arises from our body, because of the contact with the worldly matters! How foolish we are! Ultimately 
there is no difference between we humans and those insects!’” All these messages has been famously 
termed as ‘Aila Gita’. After hearing all these unparallel amazing preaching from Lord Krishna, Uddhava 
devotedly offered his infinite pranams to him and went to the holy abode of Badrinath to do penance, as 
per the orders of Lord Krishna. 

Meanwhile, all the Yadavas who had been cursed by a rishi for disrespecting him, started acting in a 
bad manner very excessively, even after getting a warning from Lord Krishna himself! As a result of this 
behaviour, a battle started among themselves and ultimately all of them got killed. As always, Lord Krishna 
who remained unaffected by seeing all this went to a forest and sat near a tree to take rest. A hunter, who 
mistook Krishna’s leg to a wooden piece, left his arrow at him and later on learning that it was Lord Krishna 
himself, repented immensely! However, Flawless God, who does not possess a worldly body like us, as per 
his wish of ending his incarnation, created this situation and thus left this world and went back to his holy 
abode of Vaikunta! All the Devatas right from Lord Brahma offered their prayers and praised his unparallel 
greatness immensely! Kind hearted Krishna has assured his special presence in this world to bless his 
devotees, who always think of him! By understanding about this unparallel grace of Lord Krishna on us, we 
must always think of him whole heartedly to get his blessings!

| LORD KALKI’S INCARNATION ! | 


After broadly explaining the story of Lord Krishna, Srimad Bahagavata has further described about all 
the happenings that would occur in this Kaliyuga. To mention a few of them : Firstly, with the blessings of 
Lord Krishna, king Parikshit successfully faced evil ‘Kali’ and prevented him from entering his kingdom. 
After this, the attack from Kali grew rapidly in this world. Further the stories of king maker Chanakya, king 
Ashoka, etc. and the situation of tense that has arose today in the borders of our country, has also been 
written thousands of years ago itself, by supreme Lord Vedavyasa! 


Further, Lord Vedavyasa has described the Dharmas that will be followed in this Kaliyuga. To have a look 
at them briefly - 1) All the right practises of spiritual rituals vanishes and the doing of distorted practises 
will arise rapidly, everywhere! 2) The qualities like Truth, Dharma, Forgiveness, kindness etc. completely 
loses its value because of the influence of Kali. OS sSoess Tere ©a900 BAO, GOOTWMOCT O003..!! Respect is 


given only to those who possess money! The role of money will be so vital in this Kaliyuaga that even to 
decide between the right and wrong, instead of our Laws, the influence of money matters! 3) For 
marriages, only wealth and mind between the boy and girl matters and all other qualities like Kula, Gotra, 
knowledge etc. will not at all be considered! Also, all the rituals related to marriage will be either done just 
for the sake of doing it or not at all done! (Today we can see Register marriages taking place in large 
numbers!) 4) For the sake of just showing off their beauty, everybody will be ready to spend even their 
entire day in front of the mirror! 5) In business matters, cheating is more often seen than sincerity. One 
who cheats more will be more richer! 6) Going to Picnic itself is considered as going to a pilgrimage! There 
will be no concept of going to a pilgrimage seperately! 7) All the people will be very much selfish and never 
bothers to take care of others! This list of all the disasters which are being followed by us today never 
ends! Kind hearted God, who knows everything has thus stressed on the importance of constantly thinking 
of him and chanting his name, which itself is considered as the main thing to get rid off the infinite sins 
done by us! 


After lakhs of years, when all the Dharmas completely vanishes, Lord Vishnu himself incarnates in the 
form of Lord Kalki, as the son of a brahmin named Vishnuyashcha, in a place called Shambala. Along with 
his wife Goddess Lakhmidevi who takes a form of an horse and his son Lord Vayu, who takes a form of a 
sword, he completely destroys all the evil forces! Later when the yoga of Pushya come to Lord Chandra, 
Lord Surya and Bruhaspati, the Krutayuga starts. Without any clumsy, this changing of yuga from Kali to 
Kruta, happens just in a single night! Even the reason for this has been described here - wm Seaoo 
wows som00s HDwDoA o,..!! Just by the touch of the wind filled with blossoms coming from the 
body of supreme Lord Vishnu, the hearts of all the people would have become very pure. At that time 
itself, Krutayuga also called as ‘Satyayuga’ starts immediately! So, there is no place for thinking about the 
Mahapralaya. After describing about Lord Kalki’s incarnation, Srimad Bhagavata further throws light on the 
volume of different times like Lord Brahma’s morning, the format of Mahapralaya, the thought of rythm 
(Laya chinatne) etc. By understanding this unparallel greatness of Lord Vishnu who himself is the pioneer 
of all the eras, we must surrender to him to get his blessings!

| THE MARKANDEYA UPAKHYANA ! | 


The message of Srimad Bhagavata is nothing but the message of Devotion itself! By describing the 
stories of supreme Lord Vishnu’s various incarnations like Kapila, Narasimha, Ramachanda, Krishna etc. and 
also the stories of his numerous devotees, Srimad Bhagavata itself is an encyclopedia of ‘Tattvagnaana’ or 
Philosophy! On hearing all these stories from Shukamuni continuously for seven days, King Parikshita had 
developed immense devotion in God to such a level that he had got completely rid off his attachment over 
his eternal body and also had overcome the fear of death! He bravely said- “Now, i’m not all afraid of 
Takshaka! Through his poison, he can only destroy my eternal body, but nothing can be done to my soul. 
Ignorance and improper knowledge themselves are more poisonous to this soul than any other external 
poisons! You have helped me to overcome these by your amazing preachings!” Saying so, he offered his 
infinite pranams to Shukamuni, who then left that place. Immediately, Takshaka entered there in the form 
of a small insect. On thinking that this small insect could do nothing to him, when King Parikshit took it in 
his hands, the Takshaka immediately took his original form of a snake and bite him! The powerful poison 
immediately killed king Parikshit and his body turned into ashes. Later, on seeing his soul reaching the feet 
of Lord Vishnu, all the Devatas showered flowers on him! Finally after hearing this amazing work of 
Supreme Lord Vedavyasa himself - ’Srimad Bhagavata’, King Parikshita attained salvation itself! 


Ultimately, Srimad Bhagavata has described the story of Markandeya rishi - Markandeya rishi had 
sacrificed everything and was meditating on supreme Lord Narayana, with the sole intention of obtaining 
his blessings. Purposefully to distract him, all the Devatas sent various attractions in front of him, but 
Markandeya rishi who was meditating with a firm thought of God, did not lose his focus on God! Pleased 
by seeing this immense devotion of the rishi, Nara-Narayana who were in the holy abode of Badrinath, 
appeared in front of him. Astonished on seeing this, the rishi offered his pranams and prayers to them. 
Further pleased by this, when supreme God himself told him to ask for a boon, the rishi replied - “When 
you yourself are standing in front of me, what else is greater than this? Bless me to develop more devotion 
in you! Also, please show me your business of illusion and wonderful power!” 


One fine day the entire environment of the world changed and indicated that a huge flood

a level that the entire world got completely covered with water! Only Markandeya rishi was floating in this 
water! After withstanding various troubles from the huge waves and all the animals in the water for many 
years, Markandeya rishi could see a small child, who was none other than Lord Krishna himself, sleeping 
on a banyan leaf! foedHomes BAOTHoDWo BoanwcdHowe ODNHeDovHo0S0..!! Out of curiosity, when 


the rishi hardly swam near the child to see who he was, because of the inhaling of breathe from the child, 
he entered its stomach! There he could see an amazing world itself : The mountains, rivers, forests, etc. 
After wandering everywhere, again because of the exhaling of breathe from that child, the rishi fell out of 
its stomach. When he tried to go back near the child to get that amazing experience which he had got 
earlier, neither the leaf nor the child was there! He was back in his ashrama only! Thinking about this 
unparallel greatness of God, Markandeya rishi later not only overcame his untimely death with the 
blessings of Lord Shiva, but also obtained the special blessings of Lord Vishnu! 


In this manner, Srimad Bhagavata has highly upheld the greatness of Supreme Lord Vishnu and his 
immense kindness on his true devotees. Let Lord Krishna be pleased with this small seva and bless one and 
all!
